The  POLITICAL  STATE  of  the  NATION  and  of  EUROPE,  for  November.  No.  XXI  ’ 


^S'HE  principal  domcftic  obje^  of  political 
-I-  fpeculation  h.as  been  the  rapid  rife  of 
the  funds,  which  began  at  the  latter  end  of 
lafi  month,  and  continued,  with  little  varia. 
tion  or  depreiTion,  to  the  conclufion  of  this 
montli :  varions  caufes  are  .dfigiied  by  various 
people,  according  to  their  different  views, 
wifhes,  and  intcrefts,  but  chiefly  the  rich 
Treafnry.  This  might  be  great  c.aufc  of  exulta¬ 
tion  to  (\<Kkholders  and  (lockjobhers,  ad¬ 
venturers  and  fpeculators  in  the  fun«k,  who 
have  all  their  treafure  and  all  tlieir  hopes 
concentered  in  tlut  national  excrefcence  ;  but 
to  the  great  Kxly  of  the  |>eople  w!»o  live  hy 
trade,  agriculture,  lihour,  and  induflr)*,  the 
cafe  is  very  different :  they  arc  lire  hurden- 
bcarers  of  that  immenfe  p^-mderous  load  of 
debt  w’hith  hangs  like  a  mill-ftone  about 
their  necks,  under  w  hich  they  can  hardly 
bear  up  !  To  them  it  is  a  very  piwr  confola- 
tion  to  hear  ai^d  fee  their  tafk-maOers  exult¬ 
ing  in  tlic  idea  tliat  they  (the  pct»ple)  may  he 
burdened  yet  more  and  more  wlllwut  finking 
under  their  burden  ;  yet  this  is  the  fum  and 
fubrtaoce  of  all  tliat  rejoicing  we  fee  on  the 
rife  of  flocks,  and  of  .all  th.ar  flattery  and  ful- 
fome  incenfe  pouted  u|>on  the  head  of  the 
Minirtcr  on  acaiunt  of  the  piotludtivcnefs  of 
his  t.ixrs. 

The  commercial  treaty  with  Ftance  we 
muft  lea\T  tn  the  fame  fl.iie  and  the  fame 
Ivands  in  whicli  we  left  it  in  our  lafl,  that  is, 
among  our  diunul  pohticians,  to  forwaid  it 
or  pniti-a^  it  as  they  plcalc.  We  arc  veiy 
fc.uful,  however,  tlut  whenever  this  expciil- 
ed  treaty  comes  f»*r\vard,  the  Fieijch  will 
have  greatly  the  upi>cr  kind  of  our  ucgociat- 
kng  Miuilters. 

The  alKivc  report  of  a  rcciproc.dly  bene¬ 
ficial  iieaty  between  England  and  Fiance  .ac¬ 
cords  hut  very  ill  w.th  the  rumoured  treaty 
of  commerce  between  France  and  Rullia, 
fald  to  be  diCadvanLigctnis  to  this  country. 

It  is  equally  iucontiflent  with  the  treaty  of 
aHiance,  »»rfenfive  and  dcfenfivcjuft  concluded 
between  France  and  Holland,  our  quond.am 
a’.’.y,  fHimtcd  lintlilc  to  this  country. 

He  thefe  things  how  ih^y  will,  we  plainly 
fe*,  th.at  bv  our  l..le  ahfurd  pehey  tfve  Dutch 
hoe  been  ilrnen  under  the  patronage  of 
France  ;  ;jaJ  it  feems  very  probable  th..*!:  Ru'Tia 
is  ihding  into  an  ciag.agemcn'  of  the  fame  na¬ 
ture,  il  rough  the  rf^'t^nirmcnt  of  the  Em- 
pern ,  wk»lc  family-vounciflion  wiUi  Fr.li)ce 
ri^ioicJ  iuU)  A  political  aliuuce. 


The  definitive  treaty  being  figned  hy  the 
Emperor  and  the  Dutch,  the  latter  now-  natu¬ 
rally  form  a  fourth  member  of  this  quadruple 
alliance  ;  which  will  operate  as  a  chain  to  cua- 
finc  the  King  df  Prufliafrom  meddling  in  the 
quarrel  between  the  States  of  Holland  and  the 
^atltholder  ;  and  perkaps  find  him  fuflicient 
employment  .at  linme  to  take  care  of  his  own 
dominions.  In  tlie  mean  time,  it  is  apparent, 
th.at  the  States  of  Holland  arid  Well  Frlefland 
look  upon  the  King  of  PrulTia's  interference 
rcf|>c<fling  the  Stadtholder,  as  quite  unconfli- 
tutional,  and  inconfiflent  with  the  fovcrcign- 
ty  and  independency  of  their  State. 

According  to  all  appearances,  the  difpute 
between  the  States  and  die  Sc.adtholder  will 
foon  grow  feriou!:,  to  fuch  a  degree  as  cannot 
be  very  eafily  accomnnixlated ;  .and  wlint 
makes  it  flill  worfe,  the  matter  fprc.ads  and 
uiffufes  itfelf  through  the  diflerent  fubordinate 
claffes,  dividing  them  into  parties,  exciting 
lieais,  animofitirs,  riots,  and  tumults,  which 
thre.aten  to  overturn  the  pe.arc  of  the  Re¬ 
public.  If  the  Stadtholder  (hould  call  in  the 
King  of  Pnjfli.a  to  his  aid,  then  of  courfe 
tl»c  adverfc  party  w'oiild  call  in  ilieir  new 
great  .and  good  .ally  tlie  Grand  Monarch  to 
their  afliltance  ;  confequenily  Holland  would 
become  the  theatre  of  war,  and  a  prey  to  the 
contending  p.artics,  w'ho  might  think  the  belt 
w.iy  of  tciminating  the  conteft  would  be  to 
divide  the  Low  Countries  between  them,  and 
fo  extinguil'h  faiflion  at  once.  It  therefore 
concerns  highly  the  ruling  |X)wers  of  the 
Republic  to  oinfidcr  well  the  confetpienccs 
of  internal  acrimonious  difconl,  ami  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  fettle  m.atters  amicibly  among 
themfelvcs  ;  the  ftxmer  the  better. 

The  United  States  of  America  appc.ar  to 
be  in  a  very  disjointed  flate,  falling  to  pieces 
among  themfelvcs,  making  more  faifhons 
than  there  arc  States,  all  drawing  different 
ways,  and  confiflent  and  uniform  in  nothing 
hut  their  malignity  to  this  country  !— At 
variance  with  their  lndi.tn  neighbours,  uoC 
very  cordial  with  their  new  neiglibours 
the  Spaniards,  .and  left  to  fhift  for  themfelvcs 
hv  their  great  and  good  ally  tin?  French 
C«>urt,  their  cafe  becomes  evci^  dav  more 
critical  .and  d.sngerous  !  Before  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  .an<.thcr  fummer  they  will  foieiy 
l.imeut  their  avulfion  from  the  Hntifh  Em¬ 
pire,  .and  Ux>k  round  the  Globe  for  fuch  an- 
olijcr  prolc4t;r.g  Powci ,  but  all  ua  vain.

Our  foie  object  is 
genuine  narration,  and  anions  will  always 
l}>eak  b(U«r  than  words.  This  young  lady 
hr  intreated  to  come  to  his  maffer’said.  She 
ohjei^ed  at  lirlf  to  the  Captain's  pro^xifal ;  but 
r.pon  his  demonftrating  llic  necellity  of  her 
immcdi.itc  going  to  the  Prince,  who  could 
not  come  to  her,  (he  w'os  prevailed  with  to 
fri  out,  caking  Neil  Macoclun  §  with  her  as 
a  fcrvaiit.  Bciug  condudled  by  tlie  Captain 
to  tlie  Priocci  ihe  coiKcrud  what  was  to  be 


done,  and  prcfcntly  planned  two  fehemes  | 
that  one  hiiliiig,  (as  it  did )  another  might  bo 
fure  of  fuccefs. 

Purl'u.iiit  therefore  to  the  latter  plan,  Mifs 
Flora  fet  out  for  CLuiraiiald’s,  June  zi,  in 
order  to  get  the  things  necellary  fur  difguifms 
the  Prince.

Slie  was  detained,  therefore,  in 
the  guard-room  till  Sund.ay  the  22J,  tluc 
Mr.  Macdonald  arrived.  Mifs  foon  remov¬ 
ing  her  ilep-father  s  furprize,  defircd  a  pafs- 
poi  t  for  hcrfelf,  her  man  Macoctuui,  and  one 
Betty  Burk,  (the  ciuro^ler  tlie  Prince  was 
allume)  wlioin  The  begged  he  would  reconi. 
mend,  .as  an  excellent  fpinner,  by  a  letter 
to  her  motlier,  knowing  her  great  w'ant  o£ 
fuch  a  perfon. 

Having  obtained  all  fhe  dehred,  Mifs  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Cl.anranald's,  where  fhe  communi. 
cated  tlie  defign  toihe  lady,  whom  (lie  fouud 
re.ady  to  do  all  in  her  power  to  promote  it. 
Here  fhe  fpeut  feveral  days  in  preparing 
tilings,  in  receiving  and  retui  nii:g  melfages  by 
the  trully  CFNcille.

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The  day  apj>ointed  bcint;  comet  June  27, 
Lady  Clanraiuldt  Mil's  Florjt  and  her  nuu 
MxiKlun,  weie  conduced  by  O'Ncille  to  the 
Prince,  u  ho,  at  eight  nnlcs  diftancc,  waited 
them  with  fome  impatience,  and  received 
them  with  no  lefs  courtefy.  While  fupper 
was  preparing,  a  ki  vant  arrived  out  of  bre^tli, 
witli  intcllipcnce,  that  Capl.  Fergufon,  w  ith 
an  advanced  party  of  tlic  Campbclli,  was 
within  two  miles  of  them.  L|x>n  which 
tiiey  all  hnrrieil  into  the  boat  to  a  f.uther  point, 
where  they  palfed  tlie  mglit  undilturbed. 
Next  moining,  the  28th,  another  fervant 
came  in  all  hafte  for  the  Lady  Claiiranald, 
whom  he  inloimtd,  that  Capt,  Fergufon 
l\ad  tain  all  nigh:  in  her  bed.  1  his  news  re- 
ipiired  that  lady's  immediate  taking  leave  and 
iclurn  home,  where  flie  was  Icatce  ai  iivcd 
when  C.ipr.

The  faithful  O’Neillc  hegged  hard  logo  with 
them  ;  but  to  this  the  joung  lady  would  by 
no  means  conftnl  ;  well  judging  lliat  this 
finglc  .addition  to  her  charge  would  endanger 
them  all.  rrvultnce,  therefore,  getting  the 
better  of  affeCFion,  the  Captain  w’as  forced  to 
lake  leave  f. 

1  lie  I’rincc  now  putting  on  his  female  at- 
tir.*,  they  m<  ved  towards  the  water  fide, 
whcic  a  b()at  lay  ready.  Here  they  refolved 
to  wail  till  niglitlhould  favour  their  enih.ak- 
ation.  'I  hcy  liad,  ihcieh're,  hut  jull  m.idc 
tht-mfclvcs  a  tire  upon  a  piece  of  a  rock,  .is 
wtJi  to  diy  as  tt»  warm  themfclvcs,  when  the 
appio.ir’n  of  four  wherries  full  of  aimed  men 
obliged  them  to  rMiuguith  it  in  all  halk,  and 
to  ftjual  ihcmiclvcs  dviw  n  on  the  lK.i:her  or 
hc.ith,  where  they  lay  till  the  enemy  p.iired. 

About  eight  in  the  evening,  June  28,  they 
embarked  under  a  Ictctic  iky  ;  hut  h.id  not 
failed  a  league  when  the  Lcklc  element  be- 


cime  tempefluons.  The  Prince  feeing  oo( 
only  his  fair  giurdian  apprehenflve,  but  the 
hardy  bo.»tmen  themfclvcs  exprdfed  fniQe 
concern,  cheared  up  their  hearts  as  well  at 
he  could,  and  fung  them  tbe  ReJIorution.  At 
length  Mifs  Macdonald’s  fatigue  got  tlie  bet. 
ter  of  her  fear,  and  fhc  fell  fall  afleep  in  the 
bottom  of  the  boat.  The  Prince  became 
now  guardian  in  fiis  turn,  and  afTiduoufly 
watcheil  over  his  fleeplng  conduiilrcfs.  Tho’ 
a  calm  returned  with  the  morning,  the  boat¬ 
men  having  no  compafs  were  at  a  lofs  how  to 
fleer;  when  at  lalt  they  difeovered  the  point 
of  Waicrnifh,  in  the  weft  corner  of  Sky. 
Here  they  attempted  to  land  ;  but  found  the 
place  jxilVcired  by  a  Ixxly  of  forces,  w  ho  liad 
alfo  three  boats  or  yauls  near  the  ihorc.

At  length  the  Prince  landed  fafe  .it  Kil¬ 
bride  in  Trottcniilh,  about  twKrlve  miles 
north  from  the  ahovementioned  point,  and 
jull  at  the  fiX)t  of  the  garden  of  Mouggeftot. 
Mifs  Flora,  leaving  the  Prince  at  the  boat, 
fet  out  immcdi.itely  with  her  ftfrvant  for 
Mouggeftot,  the  feat  of  Sir  Alexander  Mac¬ 
donald,  who  was  then  elfewhere.  But 
here  fhc  found  an  Ofliccr  of  Militia  in  (jneft 
of  her  cliargc,  and  had  many  interrogatories 
to  anfwcr  ;  which  the  fair  travclkr  did  in  a 
manner  that  gave  as  little  fufpicion  as  f.itisfac- 
tion.  But  feizing  an  opportvuiily,  fhc  x- 
qvuinteJ  L.tdy  Margaret  Micdoivild,  Sir 
Alexander’s  lady,  with  llic  Prince’s  lituation,* 
for  which  Ihc  hail  prepared  her  by  a  prccedir.j 
mclfagc.  Her  ladylhip,  at  a  lols  how  to  a^t 
in  lu  critical  a  conjuncture,  feat  off  dlre^y

f  Mr.  0*Keill**,  upon  parting  wlili  the  Prince,  met  with  O’Sullivan  ;  and  about  two  days 
after,  a  French  cniirr  of  120  men  arrived  at  S.  Uilh  to  carry  off  the  Prince.  Mr.  O’Sullivan 
went  Inimcdialcly  on  board,  while  O’Ncille  fet  out  in  quelt  of  the  Prince,  lioplng  poffibly  to 
hnd  him  iKforc  hr  (honld  Iceve  tiie  illand  ;  but  hearing  that  the  Prince  h.id  fail^  two  days 
before,  he  iTtumed  thicc  Ixmis  loo  Lite  ;  the  cutter  having  taken  the  benefit  of  a  fair  wind 
to  cfcairc  the  purfuil  of  two  aimed  when  ies  that  h.id  been  difpatched  after  it.  Mr.  O’NciUe 
ivas  i»H>n  after  taken  and  put  board  of  a  man  of  war ;  whence  he  was  conveyed  to  Edio* 
burgli  ;  and  h.wing  there  been  confined  fome  time,  he  was  at  length  fent  ibrwail,  accord* 
urg  to  the  cartel,  .is  being  a  French  officer. 
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an  eiprcfsto  Donald  Roy  Macdonald,^  requir¬ 
ing  his  immciliatc  attendance.  Her  iadyftiip 
Aj>f  lied  in  the  naean  time  to  Mr.  Macdonald 
of  Kinglhurgh,t  who  happened  to  be  tlwn  in 
the  houfc,  and  was  walking  in  clote  con- 
feicncc  with  him  when  Donald  anived.  It 
w.is  then  agreed,  that  the  Prince  fliould  be 
c**  iduClcd  that  niglil  to  Portree  {  by  the  w.^y 
of  Kinglburgh;  that  Donald  Koy  Ihould  t  ide 
diiciUy  to  Ponrcc,  and  endeavour  to  fnul 
out  the  old  Laird  of  Raiay,  to  whofc  care 
the  Piiuce  was  to  be  inirulled;  and  that 
Neil  Macoclian  Ihould  return  immediately  t(» 
the  Prince  upon  the  ihore,  inform  him  of 
(he  fclicmc  concerted  for  his  prefervation, 
and  dircdl  him  to  the  back  of  a  certain  liill, 
about  a  mile  dillant,  where  he  was  to  wait 
Kingfbargh  for  his  conduOlor.  Kinglburgli 
taking  therefore  Ionic  wine  .lod  other  rc- 
frertmieivls,  let  out  fiKin  after  for  the  place 
appointed.  He  had  tome  dithculty  at  lit  It 
to  had  the  Pnnee,  who,  however,  hxin  came 
up  to  him  very  biilkly,  with  a  thick  Ihort 
ciiJgel  in  his  hand,  and  laiil,  “  Arc  you  Mr, 
Macdonald  of  Kingfburgli?’'“  Ycs,Sir,anl\ver- 
ed  Kingtburgh.”  “All  is  well,  then,  replied  the 
Prince  ;  come,  let  us  l>e  jogging.”  Mr.  Mac- 
don.ald  told  the  Prince  he  mult  firlt  partake 
of  the  rcfrcflimctu  he  h.id  brought ;  which 
die  Prince  accordingly  did,  the  top  of  the 
rock  fcrviiig  for  a  table.  This  done,  they 
proceeded  together ;  and  in  convcrfing,  King- 
iburgh  told  his  fcllow-tr.iveiler,  with  no  Ids 
adniirailon  than  joy,  that  he  could  recollect 
uo  caufe  cither  of  bufiuefs  or  duty  for  his 
being  .11  Mtuiggdtot  that  day.  “  I’ll  tell  you 
l!ie  caule,  (laid  the  Prince)  Providence  lent 
you  thither  to  take  care  of  me.” — But  now 
they  arc  iiilcrruptcd  by  fomc  coimlry- people 
coming  from  the  kit  k.  Kinglburgh  could  no 
way  get  rid  of  their  conveihuuMi,  till  at  lalt 
Le  laid,  O  !  Sirs,  cannot  you  let  alone 
talking  of  your  worldly  atbairs  on  the  fab- 
baiii,  and  liave  patience  till  another  day  P* 
The  giKkl  peo|)le  took  the  pious  hint,  and 
moved  ort.  Betty  Burk  and  her  companion 
are  nolooner  rid  4>f  thefe,  than  overtaken  by 
Mils  Flora  and  her  attendant,  who  h.id  been 
alio  joined  h/  fonie  acquaintances.  One  of 
thefe  could  nut  forbear  m.aking  ohferv.'itions 
upon  the  long  lindes  of  the  great  taw'dry 
woman  that  was  walking  with  Kingfburgh  ; 
a:ul  in  wading  a  rivulet  the  Prince  lilted 
his  petticoats  fo  high,  ilut  Neil  Macochan 
oiled  to  him  for  (Jod's  f.ike  to  take  care, 
eiie  he  would  dilcovcr  himfelf.  1  he  Prince 
la.ighsd  hcaitily,  and  titanked  him  for  his 


kind  concern.  Mifs  Flora,  Imwcver,  prompt* 
cd  her  company  to  mend  their  pace,  alleilg* 
ing,  tliat  otherwife  they  would  be  benighted. 
She  knew  that  the  Piince  and  Kingibuigh 
were  foon  to  turn  out  of  the  comnuMi  road 
by  a  route  it  was  not  proper  the  |>eoplc  uitli 
Iter  Ihinild  I'ee.  The  nJcis,  thcrefot'e,  h>ou 
lolt  fight  of  the  two  on  foot ;  who  turned 
over  the  hills  S.  S.  K.  till  they  arrived  at 
Kingflinrgh’s,  about  eleven  at  night,  on  Sun- 
d.iy  June  Z9lh,  hacing  walked  feven  U»ng 
nillci  in  almolt  conltaiu  r.iin.  Mifs  M;ic- 
donald  arrived  about  tlic  fame  time,  luving 
parted  fi  inn  her  compariy  by  the  w.ay. 

L;idv  Kiiiglburgh  not  expecting  her  huf- 
band  home,  w.-.s  going  to  bed,  when  fhe 
w.is  informed  that  Kiugfbui'gh  was  come 
with  Milton’s  daughter  and  a  great  cKlddike 
woman,  whom  he  lud  alfo  carried  into  the 
lull  with  him.  I'he  lady  had  fcarce  got  this 
news  wlicn  Kingfburgh  entered  the  rentm,  bid 
her  ilrcfs  again  as  fall  as  polllbl'*,  gtlprcfcntly 
fomc  fupper,  and  fi>on  after  intrvxiuccd  her  to 
her  guclis.  The  Prince  alter  eating  a  hear¬ 
ty  fnpi>er  and  fmoking  a  pipe,  an  antidote  he 
had  learned  .igainlt  the  t(M)th..ich,  went  to 
bed.  Lady  Kinglburgli  then  begged  of  Mifs 
Flora,  wliat  (he  knew  of  the  Prince's  adven¬ 
tures.  1  he  Itory  concluded,  the  l.idy  alkvd 
wlut  w.is  become  of  the  boatmen  that  briiught 
them  over  ?  U)H)Ii  being  told  of  their  re - 
turn  to  S.  Dilh,  **  That  w.is  wrong  (laid 
Ihe),  FTiu'.i.  Yon  ihould  have  kept  them  oil 
ih's  fide  f*)r  fomc  lime  at  lealt,  till  the  Prince 
had  got  fait  her  from  his  piirfiurj.”  .Mifs  told, 
Ihe  lud  taken  ann.iih  of  tiie  Kritmeii  at  patt¬ 
ing.  **  What  fignifies  th.it  }  (replied  tlm 

l. idy)  the  11116.115  of  toiture  will  biicc  a  con- 
feilion.”  Wliicli  happened  cxadlly  according 
to  the  fag.icious  l;uly’s  conje^fuie.  1  his  hint 

m. ide  .Mifs  Floia  the  more  readily  join  Kingf¬ 
burgh  next  d.iy  in  advifing  the  Prince 'to  lay 
afnle  his  fem.ilc  <lrcfs.  K  ingfburgh  took  care 
to  fend  a  melfage  tlut  very  night  to  Donald 
Roy,  .icqiuinting  him,  that  .Mifs  F'loia  be¬ 
ing  weary  could  not  make  out  Ponrcc,  .is 
appointed,  but  was  to  flerp  all  night  at 
Kinglburgh  j  and  defrring  Donald  to  provide 
a  boat  againll  next  day  to  carry  her  to  her 
mother’s  in  Sky,  Mifs  Flora  chuling  rather  a 
fail  tlun  a  journey. 

The  Prince  having  flept  about  nine  or  ten 
Ijours  (thrice  as  long  as  was  ufual  with  him 
in  his  wanderings)  Mifs  Macdonald  prevailed 
with  Kingfburgh  to  wake  him,  for  fear  of  a 
purfuii.  Kingfburgh  thin  alkcd  the  Prince 
how  he  had  relied  }  Never  better  in  my

iitic.  He  afl:cd  Kingibmgh,  where  .Mils  Al.-tcdoiiald  .nnd  the  iMiifon  who  w.is  with  her  la  ^ 
wiMiiati’s  iloatlis  had  l..in :  Kinglburgli  .imwercd,  l,c  knew  where  Mils  I'loia  had  bin,  bit 
as  for  fcrvanls  he  ncvri  alkcd  .iny  ipiellions  about  them.  1  heC’aptain  llien  a*kcd  Lady  Kingf- 
fiurgli,  wliethcr  the  h.ul  Lid  the  you. ig  Pictendtr  and  MUb  Flora  in  one  bed  To  which 
ihc  aofwered,  **  \\  hvini  you  mean  h^  ilic  I  do  iu>t  pretend  to  gnefs  ;  but  I 

C.nn  rlViirc  you,  it  is  not  the  f.ilhiun  iu  Sky  to  lay  the  miltrefs  and  maid  in  one  bed.”  Ujicn 
vifiting  the  u)oms  whcicin  each  of  them  had  lain,  the  Captain  could  not  hut  rcm.irk,  that  . 
the  loom  the  fuppoitd  maid  hid  was  better  tluin  that  of  llic  millrcfs. 

Kingflnirgh  w.is  mavlc  .n  priumcr  ;  and  by  General  Campbell's  order,  he  went  on  parole, 
Without  .any  guard,  to  Fcit  Auguffus,  where  he  was  plundered  of  cveiy  thing,  thrown  into 
a  dungeon,  and  kud.td  with  irons.  When  Sir  Rverard  Fawkener  examined  him,  lie  pot 
liim  in  mind  how  nohle  .m  opportunity  he  had  loft  of  making  himfclf  and  his  family  for 
ever.  To  which  Kingfburgh  replied,  “  H.vd  1  guld  and  filvei  piled  heaps  upon  heaps  to  tlie 
hulk  of  yon  huge  naninta.n,  th.it  mafs  could  not  .itford  me  half  the  fatisf.k^ion  1  find  in  iry 
«>wn  biT.ilt  tn>m  doing  wh.it  I  have  done.”  While  Kinglburgb.  w’as  prifoner  at  Fort  Auguf- 
tiis,  an  officer  of  dilhiuffion  c.imc  and  asked  him,  if  he  would  know  the  young  Prclc'.dcr’i 
lir.id,  if  he  l.iw  It  ?  Kirgfbuigh  fald,  lie  would  know'  tlic  head  very  well,  if  it  were  wn  the 
IbnuldciN.  *•  Hal  wfi.it  if  the  he.id  he  not  on  the  thouldcrs,  do  you  think  you  fliould  ktiiiiv 
it  to  th.it  cafe  '  '  '•  In  th.it  caie,  (.uifwvred  Kingfburgh)  1  will  not  prtleud  to  know  any 

thing  abinii  ’.t.”  Sv»  no  hc.id  was  brougl.t  him. 

Kinctbur«;h  was  re.Tiovvd  hence  to  l‘..dinhurgh  C.illle,  under  a  ffrong  gu.ird  of  Klngfton't 
light-lHMfe:  Iu*  was  tuft  pat  into  a  room  with  loinc  other  gentlemen,  and  afterwards  re* 
moved  into  one  hy  Inmfe'.f,  wiiluiul  being  alhjvved  to  go  over  the  threlhold,  or  to  fee  any 
p^rfuii  except  ll;j  rfhccr  uihmi  guaid,  the  ferje.int,  and  the  keejHjr  ;  which  l.ift  was  Jp* 
P  Iintrd  to  attend  li.m  .is  .1  fcrvaiil  ;  .and  here  he  w.is  kept  till  by  the  A^t  of  Gr.afc  he  iv« 
ft!  a;  !  bvity  «.ii  ih-*  4t!i  i.t  July  i  747  ;  luvlng  ibu>,  ui  an  autlior  obferves,  got  a  W’lwle  ye*r^ 
fi.’ciot  gtng  ici  ..ITwiUing  Itul  of  ouc  niglit.  fci»»k 
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and  three  choict  friends  to  attend 
him,  viz.  Ji>lin  and  Munkxrh  Macleod*  Mac- 
ieod  of  R.ifay’s  cldcft  and  third  fons,  atid  one 
M.-Ucolna  Maclcod.  Tlie  two  bit  gentlemen 
luJ  been  in  the  Prince’s  fcrvice.  The  Prince 
would  fain  luave  pcifuadcd  cripple  Don.iid 
to  accompany  him.  But  Donald  had  the  rc- 
folution  to  reClt  his  import \itiiiic5,  and  alfo 
tofjcriticc  his  own  inclmaiion  to  live  Prince's 
fafety ;  fur  his  wound  did  n«  pet  mit  him  to 
move  wititout  a  horl'e,  which,  he  well  jud¬ 
ged,  would  have  l  eiulcied  him  tiX)  cimfpicuous 
a  companion  for  the  Prince's  privacy.  To 
this  fa.thrul  friend,  therefore,  as  well  as 
his  female  picfcrver,  the  Prince  was  obliged 
to  bid  a  tender  farewell ;  regretting  much 
tlut  he  had  nut  a  Macdonald  to  be  witii  him 
to  the  bft. 

tarly  on  July  t,  the  Prince  and  his  com¬ 
pany  .arrisTd  at  GUm  in  R^ifay;  apl.iccfix 
miles  from  Portree.  All  the  houfes  in  R.v 
f.w,  t«  the  numi>er  of  fomc  hundreds,  heing 
burnt,  the  Prince  Imlged  two  niglUs  in  a  mife- 
i.ible  full,  ftrelcfied  upon  the  n.iked  ground, 
and  ufing  a  little  heath  for  a  pillow  ;  one  of 
the  gentlemen  wlio  was  at  freedom  to  ap¬ 
pear,  gtnng  backwards  and  forwar«l$,  aiul 
fetching  provifiuns  in  a  corner  of  his  plaid. 

On  the  3d  of  July,  the  Prince  and  his  com¬ 
pany  faded  for  rrotternilh  in  Sky,  in  the 
lame  fmall  Ixiat,  W'hich  could  not  contain 
above  fix  or  feven  perfons.  S^kui  after,  the 
wind  rifing  vciy  higli,  the  crew  were  for 
putting  back  to  Glam ;  but  this  the  Pi  ince 
oppofed,  and  animated  them  to  pulh  on  by  a 
meny  Highland  fong.  About  eleven  at 
night,  they  landed  at  a  place  in  Sky,  called 
Nichollon’s  Great  R(Kk,  iie;ir  Scorobreclc  in 
Troiternlfh,  .about  ten  miles  dillant  fiom 
(»Lm.  They  had  a  llecp  rock  to  clamber  up, 
but  got  at  length  to  a  byre  or  cow-luiufe,  bc- 
Kmging  to  one  Mr.  Nicholfon,  afunil  two 
mdcs  fn)m  Scorobrcck.  Here  the  Prince 
t<K)k  up  his  he.id-qu.uters ;  and  ftxin  after 
Ibtting  from  deep  th.it  had  feized  him,  he 
cried,  *'  Ah  {xxx  England  !  poor  England  1" 


Tha  Prince  being  extmmly  dedfous  to 
have  one  interview  more  with  tKmakl  Roy 
Macdonald,  difp.%cclx;d  young  Rafay  from  the 
byre,  to  find  *  him  out  if  poflible ;  Whidi 
R.ifay  did ;  hut  ptxir  lX)n.ild't  wound  being 
Rill  open,  he  could  not  arrive  in  time  to  fee 
the  Prince,  wlx>  h.iving  waited  for  him  in 
vain  till  feven  in  the  mtxning  of  the  4th, 
.npiHiintevI  MurdiKh  Maclcod  to  meet  him  ait 
CammiRinnaw.iy,  another  place  in  the 
fame  ifl.ind ;  and  fst  out  u|X)a  a  new  pro. 
grefs,  .ittended  only  hy  M.ilcolm  Macleodt 
wlx)fe  fcrv.int  lie  w.is  now  to  appe.ir.  Tlie 
better  to  fujipon  this  charadler,  the  Prince 
would  needs  caiTy  the  baggage,  which  ooq- 
filled  of  two  Ihirts,  one  pair  of  Rockingty 
tme  p.iir  of  brogues,  a  bottle  of  brandy,  fotoe 
munldy  feraps  of  bread  and  clwele,  and  a 
Hone  Ixittle  of  water,  whKh  licld  throe  Eng- 
lilh  |xnts.  After  walking  a  gixxl  way,  the 
Prmc'e  foixed  his  companion  to  take  the  only 
remaining  dram  in  the  lx>ttle,  declaring  lie 
wantcil  none  himfelf;  and  ubl'erving  hie 
own  waillcoat  too  hue  for  a  ferv.int,  ex¬ 
changed  it  with  th.it  of  his  fufipofed  mailer. 
As  they  approached  near  Scr;AC,  ki  M.icin- 
niMi’s  country,  tlie  Captain  fuggclled  to  the 
Prince,  (hat  he  now  run  a  great  rifk  of  be¬ 
ing  known,  M.icinnon*s  men  luving  been  out 
in  his  fcrvice.  '1  he  Prince  therefore  putting 
his  wig  into  his  pocket,  tied  a  dirty  handker¬ 
chief  about  his  he.id,  and  pulled  his  bonnet 
over  It.  This  was  no  ftMiner  dime,  than 
they  were  atlually  met  by  two  or  three  of  the 
M.icinnons  j  who  pi*cl'cntly  knowing  their 
l.ite  mailer,  burll  into  tears.  Malcolm  beg¬ 
ged  tliem  to  compote  ihemfclves,  and  fwear- 
ing  ilicm  to  fccrecy  difmilTed  them.  At  length 
the  Prince  and  Ids  companion,  after  .1  flretch 
of  24  Highland  miles,  through  the  wurR 
roads  in  Scotland,  arrived  at  the  houfe  of 
John  M.iciiinon,  his  companion's  brother 'in¬ 
law,  will)  nut  being  at  liome,  Malcolm  in. 
troduced  the  Prince  to  his  filter,  as  one 
Lewis  Caw',  wlui  p.iired  fi>r  his  lervant.  Af¬ 
ter  luving  got  fomc  leficlhmcnt,  of  which 
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*  Mifs  Macdixiald,  luving  taken  leave  of  the  Prince,  left  Portree  immediately,  and  got 
fafe  back  to  Armadale.  She  had  not  been  .above  eight  or  nine  days  there,  when  fhe  was 
required  to  attend  one  Macdonald,  wlxim  Macleud  of  T.iiifcar  had  employed  to  examine 
her.  She  fet  out  in  obedience  to  the  fummons ;  but  had  not  gone  fai.,  till  (he  was  feized 
by  an  Otlicer  and  party  of  StiUliers,  w  ho  carried  lici  immediately  on  hand  the  Furnace,  Capt. 
IVrgufon.  General  Campbell  was  on  hiMixl,  and  commanded  that  llx:  young  l;idy  fhould  be 
u  eii  with  the  utmoll  civility  ;  ih  it  the  (hould  be  all  wed  a  maul  1'ei  vant,  and  every  .iccommr- 
d..t!un  tlic  Ihip  could  aRord.  Mifs  Flora  finding  the  Ivutmen  li.ul  hlablicU  every  thing,  was 
alfo  fain  to  .acknowledge  to  General  Campbell  the  wlv.l.?  tru*ti.  Abinit  three  weeks  after, 
the  ihip  being  ne.'ir  her  mother’s,  Mifs  Macdixiald  was  |K’im.itrd  to  go  afhore  with  a  guard, 
to  lake  Ic.ive  of  Sier  friemh.  The  fair  pnfoncr  fou.i  i  now  .n  *iticr  proleiflor  in  Commodoru 
(now  admir.ii)  Smith  ;  w’hofe  Ihip  fixxi  after  c.in»c  intn  h  an  K*^ul ;  thence  removed  from 
pl.icc  to  place,till  Nnv.  28,  I  746,  flic  w.a*^  pul  on  b«»  ni  »t..  K  ...  it  Sovereign  lying  .at tlie  Norc, 
After  five  montlis  imptifonmmt  on  Ihip-hn^id,  fl.v  r*  if.tpoi’etl  lu  Fatodon ;  wliere  (he 
was  confined  in  a  mdfenger's  Ixiule  idi  July  1 747,  and  li.ui  dncliaiged  witliuut  being  aflted  a 
^iuedioii,  they 
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i\ytj  (lood  in  great  need,  llie  wafhing  of  the 
Ih^ger**  feet  no  le(i  ncccflary  ;  for  the 
Fdnce  had  flumped  to  tin:  middle  iu  a  bog, 
whence  Malcolm  had  had  difticuliy  lo  pull 
him  out;  aiW  thus  doubly  rcfrellied,  they  Cook 
a  few  hours  refl. 

The  Cipuin  hearing  his  brother-in-law 
was  coming  went  out  to  meet  him,  and  told 
him  the  Prince  was  in  his  l»oufe.  John  haf- 
ged  to  siv’elcomc  his  gueft  ;  and  was  immedi. 
ately  difpatched  to  hire  a  boat  for  tl)e  conti- 
aient.  John  applied  tt»  the  old  Laird  of  Mac- 
innon,  who  undertook  immediately  to  bring 
his  boat.  Upon  John's  return,  Malcolm  ttdd 
Che  Prince  that  as  he  needed  no  other  guide 
Chan  the  old  geiuleman,  it  would  be  proper 
for  himfelf  to  return,  led  his  abtence  (huuld 
fxmfe  a  fufpicion  in  the  military  folks,  with 
whom  he  had  fecured  himfelf  by  a  furrcndcr. 
The  Prince  could  not  tlunk  of  parting  with 
Malcolm  ;  but  at  la(\  cunienced.  Mean-time 
Macinnun  arrived,  with  his  lady,  who  had 
brought  in  Ihe  boat  what  w  ine  and  other  pro- 
viflons  they  were  able  to  furnifh.  Tltey  all 
dined  together  in  a  cave,  and  the  Prince  w.v 
jufl  about  to  ftep  into  the  boat,  when  lie 
<\UTied  fuddcnly  to  Malcolm,  and  faid, — 
^  Don’t  you  remember  1  promifed  to  meet 


Donald  Roy  Macdonald  and  Murdoch  hLc. 
leod  at  Cammiflinnaw'sy  ?”— <«  No  maOer* 
((aid  tlic  Captain)  1*11  make  your  apolo^  ’• 
— **  That’s  IU*  enough  (replied  the  Prince), 
have  ypu  pen,  ink,  .md  paper  about  yoo  > 
I’ll  write  then  a  line  or  two.  I’m  obiigei 
in  good- manners  to  do  fo.”  Malcolm  has¬ 
ing  fupplied  his  demands,  the  Pruice  wrut 
the  following  wrtk'ds : 

“  God  be  tlianked,  J  have  got  off  as  I  in, 
tended.  Remember  me  to  all  friends,  and 
Uonk  them  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken. 
1  am  your  molt  humble  (ei  vant, 

tlbgol,  July  4, 1746.  James  Thompson.'* 

This  letter  the  Prince  defired  the  Captain 
to  deliver ;  and  (lien,  at  parting,  twice  em¬ 
braced  him  tenderly,  made  him  a  prefent  of 
a  filvcr  (tock-huckle,  forced  him  to  accept  of 
ten  guineas,  Uiankcd  him  very  warmly  for 
his  faithful  ferviccf,  and  cxprelled  moll  feeb 
ingly  his  regret  for  the  lofs  of  iuth  a  com¬ 
panion. 

liaving  molt  gratefully  t.iken  leave  of 
Lady  Macinnoii,  as  well  as  of  Captain  Mac- 
leod,*-  tlic  Prince,  old  Macinnon,  and  joiin, 
Malcolm's  brother-in-law,  went  on  board  iu 
the  evening  of  the  4th  of  July. 


FRAGMENTS  OF  LEO.  No.  VI. 
CURSORY  OBSERVATIONS  ON  CRITICAL  SAGACITY. 


Living  Avuhors  often  complain  of  the 
injuRice  llicy  receive  from  the  critics  ;  ^ 
but  were  a  Shakcfpearc  or  a  Milton  lo  railc 
their  he.id.s  fiom  the  lomh,  with  what  ag- 
giavatrd  juiticc  might  they  arraign  the  la- 
hoius  of  their  numerous  commenlalois  ai>d 
eiliturs!  An  autluu  no  fooner  outlives  his 
century,  tlun  he  is  attacked  by  whole  ar¬ 
mies  of  the  fagacknis  brotlierhcKKl  of  enti- 
cil'm,  who  fix  on  him  with  the  fame  kccii- 
t>efs  with  which  a  ncll  of  wafps  leizc  upon 
l!>cir  prey,  and  generally  with  much  the 
lame  purpufe,  to  extract  no  honey.  One 
picks  up  every  fyllablc  which  in  the  leaft  re- 
fcmbles  any  fcnleucc  of  the  ancients,  and 
with  all  the  fiigacity  and  gravity  of  an  oracle, 
affirms  (lot  his  autlior  had  fuch  or  fuch  a 
paRige  in  his  eye.  Another  finds  a  fenience 
wlicie  the  furtive  refemblancc  would  never 


have  been  deleted  by  a  man  of  only  com¬ 
mon  fenfe.  This  attoids  the  utmed  joy  and 
exultatuMi  to  tin;  Hypercriiic,  the  difeovery 
of  w  hat  nobmly  except  himfelf  would  liave 
thought  of.  With  a  view  to  fuch  difeove- 
nes,  every  page  of  his  author  is  dillcdcd 
with  avkUty,  and  every  tIuHight  is  reftoied  to 
its  original  proprietor  by  the  all-|H)w  erful 
chcmiltry  of  ingenious  and  critical  -  -  — 
cwijt^lui'c.  Never  was  pt»ct,  ancient  or 
modem,  fo  injured  as  Milbio  has  been  in  (his 
i«f]>edt.  That  he  was  intimately  acquainted, 
w  ith  the  ancients,  wa^  their  warm  ;ttin»irer, 
and  pio|>ofed  ilieir  m.uuicr  to  himfelf  as  his 
model,  is  certain  ;  but  it  l>y  no  means  fob 
lows,  that  one- halt  of  what  his  fcholialls 
and  commentatoi's  call  imitations,  .are  in 
re«ality  fuch.  When  two  men  of  genius  deli¬ 
ver  the  fame  fentiments,  or  delcribc  the  fame 


•  Captain  Macleod  h.aving  folUnved  the  Piince  as  far  as  his  eye  could  go,  fet  out  on  his 
return  liomr,  by  way  of  Kingsbi.rgh;  where  lie  related  the  Prince’s  late  adventures, 
and  failed  not  to  tell  La<ly  Kingshuigh  that  the  Prince  having  one  day  call  his  e^'cs  on  her 
filver  fnuff-box,  had  afked  him  the  meaning  of  its  device  and  inferiptinn,  and  tliat  he  I  wad 
cxpUiined  tliem  iu  fuch  words  as  thefe  :  “  1  he  device.  Sir,  of  t-xo  grajpinr  l-andif  is  ufed  in 
Scotland  as  an  emblem  of  a  fincere  .and  firm  friaidthip  :  .and  the  infeription  Ron  Gib 
refers  to  a  common  Scots  faying,  Kob  Gih' t  Orntra^^^Jiatk  lovt  and .klndntji iliat  tlic  Prince 
a<!mired  the  defign,  and  declared  he  would  endeavour  to  keep  the  prefent  as  long  as  lie 
lived.  Captahi  M.icle^xl  had  not  been  long  at  home  before  he  was  taken  piifoner,  conveyed 
into  ilie  l  hames,  and  «-n  the  fiilt  of  November  1746,  removed  lo  London,  wlicre  he  was 
detained  in  a  mclTengcr's  lH>ufe  till  July  1747. 
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julfiam  and  lliinp,  they  muft  of  nectffity, 
liom  the  Cameaels  of  their  minds,  fall  into 
A  famcnefs  of  tlioiight,  and  fometimes  even 
of  plirai'a>logy.  From  many  in(\ances  i^  liich 
might  be  given,  allnw  ipc  to  produce  two, 
wluch  are  peculiarly  linking.  In  the  difco> 
very  uf  Jofeph  to  his  brethren,  and  of  Ulylfes 
to  his  fjMi,  Mofes  and  Homer  have  ufed  Uic 
ume  repetitian,  and  almolt  the  lame  words. 
UlytTes  tells  Alcinous,  **  he  tliat  giveth  to 
the  p(X)r,  Icndcth  to  Jove,  atui  Jove  will  re¬ 
pay  it.”  Solomon  fays,  **  he  llmt  giveth  to 
Uie  poor,  lendeth  to  the  Lord,  and  tlie  Lord 
will  repay  it.’*  Here  the  f.imenefs  is  for- 
priung,  yet  it  were  a  folecifm  to  fuppofe  that 
Homer  and  the  jewilh  writci^  borrowed 
from  or  imitated  each  other.  To  fay  that 
tlie  Faradife  Loft  is  one  entire  ctfito  of  imi¬ 
tation,  feledled  from  the  moft  famous  of  the 
ancients,  down  to  tl^  moft  obfeure  of  the 
modems,  as  fome  critics  Itave  endeavoured 
to  perfuade  us,  is  to  fuppofe  foch  a  plueno- 
menon  of  the  hum.tn  mind  as  is  abfolutely 
impollible  to  exift.  It  is  to  fuppofe  tliat  the 
greateft  poetical  abilities  (for  it  reijuired  no 
lefs  to  fcledl,  Co  adjuft,  and  transfufe  from 
tlie  originals,  the  true  fpirit  of  [xietry  into 
the  Faradife  Loft)  were  at  the  fame  time 
incapable  of  one  origin.'d  tlM)uglit.  It  Lippens 
inde^,  for  the  moft  part,  tiut  tlie  palLge 
which  the  critic  produces  as  the  fountain 
from  which  hi$.autlior  has  drawn,  is  fo  dif. 
tant  from  Helicon,  tliat  n»  gotxl  |>oet  could 
ever  be  imagined  to  luve  wandered  that  way . 
For  ex.imple: 

Shakefpe.ire,  in  his  Merch.intof  Venice, 
having  mentioned  Jacob’s  management  of 
Laban’s  (heep,  gives  a  hue  alluUoti  to  it, 
in  iihy  lock’s  argument  for  ul'ury.  Antonio 
fays, 

Was  this  inferted  to  m.ake  intereft  good  ? 

Or  are  your  gold  ami  filver  ewes  and  lambs  ? 
Sfy/.  1  cannot  Celt :  1  make  it  bi  eed  as  fall. 

Now,  wh.at  lhall  we  clunk  of  ih:  genius 
of  Shakefpeare,  if  we  can  im;«gin;  it  rp- 
<{ulred  the  following  lines  of  an  old  halLid  to 
put  liim  ill  mind  of  Jacob  ^ 

His  wife  muft  l^  a  (hilling, 

Fur  every  week  a  penny  ; 

Yet  bring  a  pledge  tliat *s  double  worth, 

If  that  you  will  liave  any. 

This  was  the  living  of  the  wife. 

Her  cow  Ibc  did  k  calL 


Yet  we  liave  been  gravely  told*,  that 
from  this  palTage  of  the  metaphorical 
cow,  Sliakefpeare  borrowed  tlie  above  oli 
woman's  allufion. ' 

There  is  another  difeafe  to  which  ihr  cri« 
tics  are  extremely  liable  ;  die  irrefiftihle  de- 
fire  of  (wliat  they  call)  njlorim^  tin  text. 

If  Milton  has  fulfered  on  the  imputation  of 
imitating  and  borrowing,  Sluikefpeare  |\ae 
been  injured  no  lefs  fmm  the  Ja^aeity  of  hb 
rrf,orers.  To  collect  the  many  abfurd  emen¬ 
dations  of  his  text  which  have  been  pro. 
pofed,  would  be  to  compile  a  volume.— 
There  is  nothing  more  ludicrous,  than  when 
an  ingenious  relturer  dances  to  be,  accord¬ 
ing  lo  Fope, 

■  ■■  ■■  ■■  as  gravely  out. 

As  fober  Lanfbrow  dancing  in  the  gouL 

And  I  hope  1  (hall  he  excufed  for  poiniu 
ing  out  from  a  critic,  wliom  on  the  whole  I 
greatly  refpcdl,  one  inftance  of  fuch  abfur- 
dity.  In  the  Reliques  of  ancient  Faiglifti 
Poetry,  there  is  a  fonnet,  written  by  Colonel 
Richard  Lovelace,  when  under  confmemenC 
in  the  Gatehoufe,  VVeftminfter,  .for  prefent.

altered,  or  repay  id.  Thus  lie  has  given  it.

Such  is  the  fagacity  of  conjedural  critl- 
cifro  1  In  place  of  an  elegant  line,  where 
the  fenfe  was  obvious,  here  b  one  inelegant, 
and  Scarcely  intelligible;  the  only  fenie  it 
can  bear  being,  that  tlieir  cups  were  nut 
allayed  with  any  mixture  of  the  TIamet* 
water.  How  often  las  poor  Shakefpeare

“  Rich  the  treafiire, 

Sweet  tlie  plcafnre, 

“  Sweet  is  plcafure  when  refin’d.*’ 


Amongst  the  many  enjoyments  which 
tend  in  fome  degree  to  iweeten  the 
bitter  draught  of  life,  there  are  none  com¬ 
parable  to  thofe  which  arife  from  the  mind. 
The  fpiings  of  external  gratification  may  dry 
up,  but  w  l)cn  pleaiure  derives  its  excellency 
from  internal  rcfources,  we  may  then,  in  the 
language  of  an  ancient  philofopher  (w1k>  be* 
ing  commanded  on  account  of  a  dangerous 
llorm  to  confign  his'  pro|>erty  to  tl)c  waves) 
make  anfwcr— “  1  c.iiry  my  riches  about 
with  me.’*—  But  however  great  the  pleafiues 
which  arife  from  mental  accoroplilhments, 
even  ihcle,  like  all  things  elfe,  are  pieferahle 
according  to  the  excellency  of  tlieir  application, 
or  the  uiefulnefs  of  their  et)c6^s.  Not  to 
rocniton  tlvc  great  variety  of  inferior  fprings ; 
wIk>,  except  tl)«fc  who  never  fip|)ed  of  Heli¬ 
con,  would  fay  ilial  Parnalfus’s  top  is  not  fur- 
rounded  with  delights,  as  well  as  dignified 
will)  luinouis;  yea,  that  even  afeemling  its 
ileep,  tho’  difticult,  is  iK)t  pleafant  !  Ami 
who  but  thofe  to  whom  the  precepts  of  vul¬ 
garity  l»avc  been  the  rule  of  conduct,  or  from 
a  mediocrity  of  defire,  fpiingiog  from  a  na¬ 
tural  Ruindity  of  inicllef^l.  or  cloudinefs  of 
dUiR»fuion,  but  would  o\\  n  the  moll  exalted 
pleafures  rcfulttug  Irom  a  mind  refined  by 
elegance,  and  modelled  by  the  pleafing  fym- 
metiy  of  a  nalur.d  and  well  improved  talle  1 
The  true  naiuic  of  ll)is  .iccomplilhmcnl,  like 
tender  fenfjbihty,  is  belt  undcittood  by  the 
experience  of  its  cfiedls  U|H>n  tl»e  mind ; 
notwithftanding  which  wc  may  aideavour  to 
convey  at  lead  a  theoretical  idea  of  it,  which 
we  (hall  pul  into  the  form  of  a  definition. 

T.)ftc  is  a  n.*)tural  or  inftmaive  pn>penfjty 
to  llie  l)cauiiful,  elegant,  and  fublime,  diflik- 
ing  as  much  the  paltry  linfel  of  the  tawdry, 
as  the  d»7nefs  of  ll)C  merely  neat,  or  awkard- 
neis  and  inkpidity  of  the  inelegant ;  and  ope- 
I  jting  in  a  quick,  exqulfiie,  .and  luibilu.')!  per- 
erpeion  or  Icnlihilily  of  all  things  llrikingly 
brilliant  t>r  inlrinfically  excellent. — \\  ithout 
CQnC.nemcnt  to  the  fomuvbty  of  diflertalion, 
we  (hall  endeavour  to  add  beauty  to  excel¬ 
lence  by  coniiart,  and  to  damp  tnith  upon 
Ipcculaliuu  by  pointing  from  lealliiy. 


Horatio  w.ts  a  gentleman  of  no  tnconftder* 
able  fortune  in  tlie  North  of  England.  Having 
buried  a  beloved  confort  fome  few  yean,  the 
whole  of  his  family  (except  ferv^nts)  wert 
two  fouj,  and  *  an  accomplifhed^  daughter, 
the  latter  of  which  has  m.ade*her  place 
v.acant  by  difpofing  of  her  hand  and  her 
heart  to  a  young  nublem.in.  His  two  fort 
were  but  a  little  did.ant  in  their  ages,  yet  in 
difpofition  diametrically  oppofite.  Reman, 
who  was  the  elded,  was  from  his  youth  mild 
and  inolfenfive: — he  thought  himfclf  too  much 
of  a  ro.'in  to  divert  himfelf  with  pidlures  like 
his  brother,  and  in  fhort  was  univerfally 
called  the  good-natured  boy.  Pereleo  was 
of  a  cad  rather  clioleric  and  fprighily,  and 
conceived  more  pleafure  in  an  unlucky  a^ion, 
lh.in  either  the  fmart  of  corredlion  or  Ih.imc 
of  reproof  could  remetly.  He  would  dig  up 
a  piece  of  ground,  by  means  of  a  little  fpaile 
w  hich  his  own  ingenuity  hatl  cut  out  of  wix)d, 
round  whicl)  he  would  often  divert  himi'clf 
by  placing  mofs  in  imitation  of  box,  and 
pl.inting  the  poppy  to  rival  the  tulip,  and  the 
white  and  blue  violet,  tl)e  colours  of  the  pink. 
Reing  .airived  .at  an  age  when  the  arguments 
of  reafon  ami  be.antics  of  defeription  began 
to  unfold  their  fweets  to  Uin  |>erceptlon,  (con- 
tr.iry  to  his  brother,  who  had  no  iclifh  that 
W'ay)  he  wa"  liardly  ever  fecn  witl)out  a  book 
of  fume  kind ;  in  Hioi  t,  he  manifeded  pleafure 
in  things  which  the  eye  of  the  commonalty 
fee  a  thouf.tnd  times  without  an  ohfcrx’aiionj 
and  even  in  ilie  features  of  his  brother’s 
mind  could  read  the  dillerence  betwixt  ligiit 
and  dai  knefs. 

Reman  and  Pereleo  w  ere  drawing  very  near 
to  manhood,  when  death,  with  an  irrcfidihle 
call,  knocked  at  the  diH)i,  and  VwiKd  the 
beauties  of  tho  taped ry  with  the  cnfigisof 
mortality.  The  <4d^man  h..d  long  cE{>edeJ 
his  fate,  and  therefore  h;ui  lung  lettlcd  his 
altaiis.  His  two  fiuis  having  paid  the 
tribute  of  nature  to  their  father's  memory» 
beg.)n  to  think  of  ordering  their  eftedts  and 
rendering  life  happy.  Inclination  being  tp 
longer  under  the  (hackles  of  redr.aint,  nor 
anions  liable  to  be  fummoued  to  the  bar  of 

account,  . 
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Hcouir,  tltcy  both  gave  wag  to  their  natoral 
propcrfity.  £en'..tn  had  a  great  partiality  (<>r 
his  uatlve  county,  and  wondered  at  the' con¬ 
duct  of  his  brother,  (who  was  th«i  let  out 
to  prorurc  a  feat  adequate  to  hU  fortune  in 
or  near  the  metropolis)  that  tie  could  leave 
Iheliouelt  fiinplicily  of  Squire  Ruftic,  and  the 
wholefume  advice  of  Mrs.  Tattle.  Kemaii 
however,  in  the  me.'ui  time,  purchaicd  an 
h<Hileab%>ut  half  a  mile  from  his  native  town, 
formerly  in  the  pofl'drw)n  of  a  rich  widow, 
juil  Jifcovered  in  her  lone  retreat,  and  hur¬ 
ried  away  as  a  prize  hy  a  young  huck  who 
had  come  into  thofe  parts  upon  a  vifit.  Here 
kas  a  neat  houfe,  with  a  great  <pianliiy  of 
groiuv’  laid  out  in  a  delightful  gaiden,  which 
led  the  virtuoui  liertun  into  a  train  of  re- 
lloClioos  on  t:.e  gieac  profligacy  of  tlie  age, 
and  who  immediately  cumnuiided  all,  except 
wliat  appertained  to  the  kitchen  gaiden,  to  he 
dug  up  and  m;uiured  for  a  ciop  of  grals  the 
enfuiiig  year  to  feed  his  horfes.  His  coiKludl, 
like  his  furniture,  was  ti  uly  humble,  neither 
fupeib  with  rrehnefs,  nor  altogether  difgiacetl 
hy  |)etuirious  me.'innefs.  He  did  his  iieigh- 
bnurs  no  wrong,  and  fc>metinies,  as  fancy 
dilated,  he  would  do  them  feme  good  ;  but 
he  was  neither  touclied  w  ith  pity,  nor  loftcn- 
ed  hy  fenfibility.  In  fhoit,  after  two  years 
lefidence,  he  married  a  aiuniry  lafs  in  dif- 
pofition  like  himfelf,  and  they  now  continue 
to  live  wh.it  is  called  an  honeft,  ealy,  aud 
contented  life. 

Pereleo  on  the  other  hand,  confidering  this 
life  as  a  hoilleruvts  fea,  pregnant  wiiii  rocks 
and  ipiickl.inds  of  mUfortune,  and  upon  which 
hiS  fiail  hark  was  daily  expi>f<;d  to  fluke,  de¬ 
termined  to  enjoy  whilll  lie  might  the  boon* 
ties  of  roviilence,  to  gratify  inclination,  and  at 
the  fame  time  to  pay  ref|)edl  to  prudence. 
To  this  end,  he  built  an  elegant  feat  in  a 
Village  a  few  miles  from  tlie  nietropolis,  the 
gardens  of  w  hicli  terminated  at  the  hanks  of 
Thames’s  gentle  llrcam. —  Here,  in  the  Ltfi- 
giuige  of  a  celehi.'iud  poet, 

“  Tfic  flow’ry  meads,  whofc  purling  flreams 
Si  then  the  luul  to  pleafing  dreams  ; 

•*  The  woods  which  fhelter  us  from  heat, 
Where  birds  their  various  fongs  repeat ; 

**  Tlie  nflng  hills  and  w'inding  vales, 

“  And  evening  fwect-refrclhing  gales  ; 

••  The  coy  recefi'es  of  the  grove, 

Tliofe  feats  of  innocence  and  love 

all  confpired  to  paint  in  living  fembUmce 
their  owner’s  mind.  As  tlie  unbeaiablc  flafh 
ef  light  filling  the  eyes  of  the  poor  wretch 
who  for  years  has  been  precluded  a  fight  of 
his  own  mifcrahlc  hribit.''.iion,  except  by  the 
dim  r.iys  of  a  fmall  lamp ;  fuch  is  the  jiowcr 
nf  contraft  difplayftl,  wlicn  you  walk  amidft 
tlie  gloom  of  h'ls  groves,  and  hrc.tk  out  upon 
a  fudden  to  a  fccne  (if  incredible  beauty  and 
tcKop.  Mao, 


unboohded  fweeinefii.  As  tlie  foft  and  ravifh- 
ing  choirs  which  daily  cluunt  the  fong  of 
piaife  in  foreign  nunneries;  fuch  is  the  fur- 
mony  of  the  warbling  fongflers  diat  irKelRuit* 
ly  delight  the  ear  and  pleafe  tlie  fimey.  As 
the  innumerable  coiitrai  icCy  of  obieeb,  which 
all  tend  to  complete  the  grand  landfcape  of 
nature  ;  fuch  in  plrafing  imitation  is  the  valb 
variety  which  coiifpires  Cofiniili  this  delighUul 
fccne. 

Anving  the  many  fine  toiKhes  of  fancy,  to 
enumerate  all  of  which  deferiptiun  would  be 
loll,  as  you  w.ilk  down  the  n(Mth  meander, 
and  follow  the  main  curve,  many  iiifer'ior 
(xies  of  w'hich  are  cuntinvudly  turning  to  the 
right  and  left, •>  you  fuddenly  find  yourfelf 
in  a  gloomy  labyrinth.  After  purfuing  the  way 
fume  time,  your  ears  are  llruck  with  an  liol- 
knv  mui muring,  adding,  by  its  ccMitinu.!! 
Toothing  found,  to  the  folemnity  of  the  feene* 
Approaching  the  pl.tce  from  whence  lliis  pro¬ 
ceeds,  the  foiiiul  increafes,  'till  you  break 
out  of  .1  fudden  to  an  o|)ening,  where  a  beau¬ 
tiful  cafc.*)de  and  a  fmall  grotto  fill  up  the 
fccne.  The  water  is  conveyed  over  the  crag- 
ginefs  of  tlie  molTy  rock  by  art,  and  tho 
grotto  is  difliiiguifhable  more  for  rural  fimph- 
ciiy  than  cmbclhlhincnt  of  defign.  To  this 
place  Pcrcico  ufu.Uly  reforts  in  the  morning, 
after  an  hour’s  walk  in  the  fields.  Here  in 
this  fimple  cave,  which  is  dedicated  to  con¬ 
templation,  he  would  often  call  in  his  thoughts, 
cafl  an  eye  of  re(rofpe6lion  on  the  pall,  and 
of  coniideration  on  the  future. 

One  morning,  luving  enjoyed  with  .an  un¬ 
common  fweetnefs  the  blellings  of  gentle 
Somnus,  ha  retired  as  ufual  to  the  cave  of 
contcmpLilioii :

**  With  azure  mantle  and  a  purple  veil 

— Creation  fmiled  .around  :  The  fpriglkly 

pulfe  temfierately  kept  time,  and  beat  an 
henUhful  mufic,”  Having  as  ufual  fat  down, 
the  fweetnefs  of  the  air,  and  tlie  murmuring 
water  like  crsftil  fparkling  among  the  |ieb- 
blcs  of  the  llrc.am,  he  was  imperceptibly 
fotxhed  hitu  a  train  of  refici^ions,  w  hicU  drug- 
gling  fot  vent,  w'ere  at  length  relieved  hy  the 
fullowiiig  fohloquy.  **  My  foul,  what  is  ic 
to  live  ?  Is  it  merely  to  fuppoit  animal  func¬ 
tion  ?  Then  furcly  llic  waibling  fongflcrs  who 
float  on  the  clallic  furface  of  the  air,  were 
more  happy  !  becaufe  (hey  do  that,  and  yet  aie 
free  from  the  miferies  of  perce|ition  and  re- 
fledlioo.  Is  it  merely  to  drag  on  an  exidence^ 
neirlier  charmed  with  variety,  touched  by  fen- 
fibllity,  moved  witli  beauty,  footlied  by  com- 
pofl'iop/  druck  w'ith  fublimity,  or  animated 
with  hope  ?  the  boughs  bend  under  the 
gentle  breeze  fur  nought  ?  does  the  coolit.g 
dream  invigorate  the  parched  earth  for  na 
ufe  ?  and  is  il;e  uubounded  variety  of  creation 
X  X  of 
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of  iu>  greater  end  iLin  to  bloom  and  lofc 
tl»cir»wir’u  i:.  iIh*  u  ide  expanfe  of  t’pacc  ? 

*  ano  are  il*e  human  iwIVumi?  to  be  e^'cr  drown¬ 
ed  by  iodolen'c,  or  buned  in  f(.Tgctfulncl‘>  ? 
Are  there  no  ohjeeb  of  pilv,  in)  fubje^^s  of 
etieem  and  4icli{;lit,  no  jdcaforcs  in  imagina¬ 
tion,  and  1.0  mudeiitt  of  ioy>  Surely,  my  foul, 
thy  nT'Tu.c  is  l(X)  gotilike  to  grovel  with  dull 
and  aihe';,  to  moulder  by  age,  be  alfaulteil  by 
iic.illi,  or  to  fubmit  to  the  rnthlefs  hand  of 
im  e!  kileihen,  ye  power*,  and  fuir  on  high, 
and  mingle  wiih  your  native  fpirits  !’*  Like 
the  grais  refrdhed  by  the  gentle  dew  on  a 
lumim  i ’s  cve,  his  fpiiits  cheered.  Ambition’s 
ihinb  l)eat  tiigh  in  his  hrcalt,  and  (xatitude’s 
film:  fpont.'tncous  flowed  in  his  heait. 

Thus  invigorated,  ho  went  home  to  his 

•  family,  am!,  having  hicakf.illed,  w  ith  redou¬ 
bled  plc.il'uie  to  tlic  delights 'of  his  (ludy.—

by  corredhiefs,  and  bounded  by  proportion^ 

A  large  painting,  daubed  with  all  the  variety 
of  colour,  and  fet  ofl  hy  the  molt  flaming 
cunlralt  of  light  and  fliade,  might  flrike  with 
raptures  a  common  ohferver  ;  but  only  tlie 
mort  delicate  touches  of  the  pencil,  and  na¬ 
tural  cafts,  could  merit  pr.Vifc  from  Perelco.— 
Being  one  day  in  company  with  fome  gentle¬ 
men  who  h.'hl  performed  ihe  viay  before  ioa 
ciMicert  of  inflniment.’il  nmfic,  he  was  aflted 
flow  he  was  tnteilained  :  “  Wlien  the  bark, 
anfwcietl  he,  glides  fmoothly  on,  and  the 
enlivening  ztphyrs  footh  the  fancy,  wbn 
would  not  be  delightcHf  ?

Aiiicag 
the  few  liappy  proofs  of  this  wc  m.iy  reCk»*» 
Pcrcleo.  He  fiad  for  fome  linvc  been  hxiK* 
ing  out  for  a  bofoin-companlon  for  Im  lift, 
in  whole  liappinefs  his  own  might  be  ang- 
menltd.  For  it  was  with  him  a  Iblcd  axiora,

being  of  a  cal\  fimlLir  ti»  his  own  ideas,  |r»* 
dually  and  impcrcepubly  flolc  his  alhi^liaw.

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As  money  never  wtis  an  obje^  of  liis  ptirfti^, 
Ihe  having  no  |x>tfetrums  of  tlut  kind,  was  no 
cmbinalfmcnt  to  lum,  el|iccially  as  tic  foft 
and  gentle  Charlotte  l»ad  riche*  of  ano¬ 
ther  and  fuperior  kind.  She  was  a  lady  of 
talfiUs  rare,  and  whofc  natural  .affinity  lt>  the 
Mules,  joined  ‘  with  Iting '  and  intimate  ac- 
<)uaintance,  was  formed  to  paint  in  living 
coUmrs  the  lra;ts  of  her  own  mind.  As  the 
loft  defccnditig  dew,  loch  was  her  tomi>cr  ; 
and  as  the  glow  of  atlcction  which  warmeil 
itc  bie.dt  of  l*errlct>,  Inch  wiis  the  vigour  of 
Icr  pallions,  which  gave  ardour  to  virtue.  It 
wai  u  hen  love  on  l>oth  fides  was  i  i|>cning  to 
enjoyment,  that  a  circumthince  arofe  which 
evidently  evinced  the  giMKlncfs  of  Pcicleo’s 
heart.  Some  length  of  time  before  he  had 
opened  his  mind  to  Charlotte,  he  had  been 
gieitly  ft  ruck  with  the  charo's  of  a  certain 
luibleman’s  daughter,  w'iih  whom,  by  fre- 
ijucnt  return  of  vifits,  he  IwJ  opjM>rtU!iitles  of 
intimate  converlation.  His  aftet\ion  at  length 
lofe  to  fuch an  height,  that  he  h.id  determined, 
mitwiihltanding  the  ditfereucc  in  fortune,  to 
make  an  avowal  tif  his  fentinicnts.  Mufing 
one  day  on  the  molt  jKilitic  way  to  bring  tliis 
about,  lie  received  a  letter  from  the  lady’s  fa¬ 
ther,  mforming  him  of  an  advantageous  match 
which  he  was  then  endeavouring  to  con¬ 
clude  for  liis  daughter.  Rifing  wnih  all  the 
rage  of  difapjxiinimcnt,  and  uttering  ten 
tlumfaud  cuiies  on  tliat  glittering  bar  to  hap- 
pln«fs,  he  gave  vent  to  i>aiUon  ;  after  whicli, 
having  com|K)fed  his  ni;nd,  he  determined  to 
letk.  an  ohjedt  in  whom  real  merit  ihould 
Ic  all  the  wealth,  And  fweetnefs  of  difpofi- 
tioii  all  the  tklc.  Until  of  tide,  then,  he 
found  in  Cliailotle:  nor  was  he  long  fenfible 
of  this,  before  lie  received  another  letter  from 
tlie  other  l.uly’s  father,  defii  ing  him  to  come 
immediately,  urging  that  his  daughter  So^shia  s 
life  was  in  dangei  ,  :uid  that  fhe  deftred  to  fee 
1‘creleo.  WIhju  arrived,  he  found,  hy  his 
Ja'rdllup’:>  account,  that  the  free  accefs  lie  had 
lud  to  his  daughicr  had  not  been  without 
iiftcti ;  as  the  tliought  of  giving  her  hand  to 
aivKlicr,  wlio  never  could  liave  her  heart, 
iiad  occ.ilioncil  a  melai.choly  change  in  her 
Itate  of  health.  I’erelco,  with  all  Uic  teoder- 
nefs  engrafted  in  his  nature,  comforted  her, 
and  having  prumifeu,  as  the  Uaji  of  his  rc^d, 
denial  fnendlhip,  returned  liome. 


In  ttiis  critical  jun^urc,  however,  he

with  the  empty  finind  of  a  title.  Some  of  bis 
friends  one  day  endeavouring  by  many  argu¬ 
ments  to  prove  there  could  be  no  culpability 
in  leaving  Charlotte,  efpecially  as  l^phi.r’s 
life  w'ris  fo  much  in  danger,  he  ftaited 
up,  glowing  with  indigoaiion— “  What !"  laid 
he,  “noliiirm  in  being  the  caute  of  nufery, 
yea  perhaps  of  ileath,  to  .i  Hlow'-crcal  urc, 
by  obtaining  her  alfedlions,  and  then  to 
fend  her  .'ulrift  into  the  wide  world !  laive 
is  llie  /aw/  of  hnppinefs;  and  is  there  no  harm 
in  fteuling  t/wt,  without  which  not  the  molt 
advantageous  match  can  protect  fn-m  mife- 
rv  ?  no  harm  iii  breach  of  w  ord,  of  tionoui ,  of 
every  thing  favred  ! — Tlien  betwixt  moral 
good  and  evil  ihcie  is  no  diftcrcncc— Then  to 
lave  a  man  from  death,  amt  to  affilt  in  ent- 
tiiig  his  thnvit  to  fh.ire  the  f|X)il,  is  one  and 
tlie  fame  thing.— SvKiner  tiun  honour,  than 
virtue,  fhould  have  no*  place  in  wy  efteem, 
may  every  delight  of  creation  to  me  be  ditil 
and  infipid  I  M.iy  1  never  more  go  behind 
the  feenes  of  the  W'orld’s  great  theatre ;  hut 
may  men  and  mannei*s  move  as  cultom  has 
taught  them  ;  nor  m.iy  1  ever  know  or  con¬ 
cern  mylelf  about  either  the  caufe  of  events 
or  prejudices  of  education  !  Yea,  than  this 
fhould  be,  may  the  great  biuik  of  nature  be 
open  without  my  being  able  to  read  the  ch.’t* 
raCleis  !  may  the  molt  pe>Jn't  lymphony  be 
difeord  to  my  cars  !  in  Ihoil,  the  whole  ciicle 
of  arts  and  icicnccs  he  to  me  hot  clilldiih 
impel iinciicc  !” — Tlufs  inHuc-nced,  aftei  t.ik- 
ing  lome  time  to  convince  Sopliia  that  his 
j»retcnt  cngagcmeiil  made  the  gratilicatioii  of 
her  wifties  impiaCltcahU:  on  his  part,  the

Tiieic  boats  attempted  to  efcaj'e  ;  but  a  (hot 
killing  and  wounding  fcveral  men  ou  board 
one  of  them,  they  furrendcred,  and  were 
coiulu^^ed  to  Rigged-Statt.

WlulH  the  nav7  were  thus  humanely  re¬ 
lieving  their  diltreHed  enemy,  the  ftames 
reached  the  magazine  (*f  one  of  the  batter¬ 
ing  ihlps  to  the  northward,  which  blew  up, 
about  five  o'clock,  with  a  dreadful  cxplofion. 
In  a  ((uarter  of  an  hour  follow  ing,  another,  in 
tlic  center  of  ilic  line,  met  with  a  hmilar  fate, 
The  wreck  from  tl>c  latter  fpread  to  a  vaR  ex¬ 
tent,  and  involved  our  gun-boab  iu  the  utmcll 


danger.  One  was  fiuak»  but  the  crew  were 
faved.  A  hole  was  forced  ttu‘o*  the  bottom  uf 
the  Brig.ad'iei 's  boat,  his  coxfw.Vin  killed,  and 
the  Itroketman  wounded  {  and  for  fometime 
they  were  ohfeured  in  the  clixad  of  ^fmoke. 
After  tliis  very  foituuate  clc.«|ve,  it  was  deem¬ 
ed  prudent  to  wiihdi.iw  towaidsthe  garrifota, 
to  avoid  tlx;  pciil  aiifiug  from  the  blowing 
up  of  the  i>‘maiiiiug  Hops.  The  Brigadier, 
however,  viCued  two  other  ihi|«  in  his  re* 
turn,  and  huidtil  nine  oHicerN,  tw’o  prietls, 
and  three  liuudrcd  and  twenty. Imir  private 
foldiers  and  feamcn,  alt  Spaniards,  wlucit 
with  one  oHiccr  and  eleven  Frcnchmeti» 
who  liad  Hoated  in  the  piei'cding  cvenmg, 
made  the  total  numl>er  laved  ^57.  Many  of 
the  prifoners  were  I'evereiy,  and  lome  of 
them  dreadfully,  w'ounded.  Tliey  were  in- 
Ihintly,  on  being  brought  on  ihore,  coiiv'eyed 
to  our  Ikifpital,  and  every  remedy  ajmini. 
Itcred  neccirory  f»»r  their  diHci*ent  calcs. 

During  the  time  that  tlie  marine  brigade 
were  cncoimtei mg  cwiy  d.anger  in  their  en¬ 
deavours  to  fave  imeunny  fiom  loerilbing,  tlie 
batteries  on  the  illhmus  (whichceafed  the  pro* 
ceding  evening, moll  likely  for  want  of  .ammu¬ 
nition,  .and  w  hicli  iiad  opened  again  upon  the 
garrifon  on  the  morning  of  the  14th),  main¬ 
tained  a  w.u  in  tire  upon  the  town,  which  killed 
and  wounded  fcveral  men ;  and  thi'ce  or 
four  fliells  burft  in  the  air,  over  tlie  place 
wlwre  tlieir  countrymen  were  landed.  This 
ungenerous  proceeding  could  not  efcape  the 
(  hlei  v.ition  of  the  fpeCt.itors  from  tliccamp; 
.and  Olliers  probably  w»cre  frnt  to  tlie  lines 
for  i!»e  batteries  to  cc-ile,  as  they  were  fUent 
.about  10  o’clock. 

Nolw.tbllandiug  the  clToits  of  the  marine 
brigade  in  r-licviug  the  terribod  vidfims  hum 
the  burning  Hups,  I'evcr.il  unfoitunatc  men 
could  not  be  lemovcd.  The  feene  at  tins 
time  exinbited  was  as  .iHcdling  as  that  which 
had  b^en  prel'enlrd  in  the  a^\  of  IkHlility 
luid  beci^  teniblc  and  tremendous  :  Men 
crying  from  amidll  the  Hnmes  for  pity 
and  aililhuice ;  others,  on  bu.ird  thofe  Ibips 
where  the  Hre  lud  m.nle  little  piogrefs,  im¬ 
ploring  relief  by  the  mold  expreitive  geldurey 
and  figns  of  defpair ;  whillt  fever.d,  equally 
expoftd  to  the  d.uigers  of  tlie  oppofKe  ele¬ 
ment,  truided  tlxmlclve^,  (mi  various  parts 
of  the  wreck,  to  the  chance  of  p.iddling  to 
tlie  (bore.  A  felucct  belonging  to  the  enc- 
my  approicdied  from  the  Orange. grove,  pio- 
bably  with  an  intention  of  relieving  Ihclc 
unfortunate  prrfons  \  but,  jeiioui  of  her  mo¬ 
tive^,  the  g.ii  rifon  fiifpcded  tliat  Hit  came  to 
fet  hie  to  one  of  the  battering  (hips  whiih 
appeared  little  injuied,  and  obligeti  Iter  to 
rclTc.  Of  tlie  fix  Ihips  which  were  yet  in 
flanw  ,  three  blew  up  before  eleven  o’clock  ; 
Uic  otlier  three  burnt  to  the  water’s  edge,  the 
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ma^rines  having  hcfn  welled  by  the  enrmy 
beforethe  principal  oflicers  quitted  the  (hips. 
The  admiral's  flag  was  on  board  tlw  latter, 
and  was  confumed  with  tlie  velTel.  The 
remaining  two  battering. (hips,  we  flatteted 
ciurfelvcF,  might  be  fav-ed  as  gloriou-i  tro¬ 
phies  of  our  fuccefs  ;  hut  one  of  them  unex- 
l>c^\odly  hurft  imt  into  flames  and  in  a  (hort 
ume  blew  up,  with  a  terrible  report ;  and 
Captain  GiMon  rcprclcnting  it  as  impra<5li- 
cjhlc  to  prclervc  the  other,  it  was  burnt  in 
the  aftenuKm,  under  his  dirci5lions.  Thtis 
the  navy  put  a  tinilhing  hand  to  this  fignal 
defentive  viClor>’. 

During  the  hotted  period  of  the  enemy’s 
cannonade,  the  Governor  W'as  prefent  on 
the  King’s  Balhon,  whilfl  Lieutenant  Gene- 
rnl  Boyd  •  took  his  ftation  upon  the  Stnuii 
Baflion ;  animating  the  Garrilon  by  their 
prefence,  and  encouraging  them  to  emula¬ 
tion.  The  ereitions  and  activity  of  the  brave 
Anlllerv  in  this  well-fought  contefl,  delcrve 
the  highell  commendation.  To  their  (kill, 
pcrfevcrancc  .and  cmirage,  with  the  .aiVilLince 
of  the  line,  (particul.arly  the  corps  in  the 
town,  tlic  tqlh  .and  7 id  Regiments)  was 
Gibralt.»r  indebted  for  its  fafety  againfl  thecom- 
bmeil  power,,  by  fca  and  land,  France 
and  Sjviin ;  .and  though  the  Marine  Brigade 
had  not  fo  confidcrable  a  (hare  in  the  duties 
of  the  batteries,  yet  they  merit  the  w.armell 
jM.oitcs  for  their  generous  intrepidity  in  refeuing 
their  devoted  enemies  from  amidlt  the  flamt  s. 

Whilll  the  enemy  were  cool,  and  their 
flu|H  hail  ix*ccive<l  little  damage,  their  prin¬ 
cipal  ohir^fs  were  the  Kino’s  Hailion,  .ami 
1.1  M -Wall,  north  of  Orange’s  K.iflion. 
'I'hcir  largrlf  Ihips  (whicli  were  ahont  1400 
tons  burthen)  were  d.ationed  off  the  former, 
in  order  to  filrncc  lh.it  impnitnnt  hatter)*  ; 
whilll  a  hre.ich  w.is  ailcmf'leil  by  the  ml, 
in  tlie  cuitaio  txiending  fnmi  the  l.itter  to 
Mo\mt.ignc’s  Kallion.  It  a  hrcach  had  been 
en'eCtcd,  the  priloners  infoimcii  u?,  that 
**  their  Gren.iilicrs  were  to  luxe  Itonr.cd  the 
Gaiiilon  niu'er  c**ver  of  Che  rombined  fleet.’* 
'I  he  private  men  compl.iincd  bitterly  of  their 
oflicers  for  defenbing  ll>c  b.ittcnng-lbips  to 
be  invulnerable,  and  for  promifuig  tlut  they 
were  to  be  fcconded  by  ten  fail  of  tlic  line, 
and  all  the  gun  .and  moitar- boats.  I'hev 
furtliei  told  U5,  tlut  **  they  h.ul  l»ecn  taught 
to  believe  the  G.irrifon  would  not  be  able  to 


difeharge  many  rounds  of  liot  balls*;  ’  tljef^ 
aftoniflimcnt,  therefore,  was  hriconceivAlf 
when  they  difiovcred  that  we  fired  them 
with  the  fame  precil'ion  .and  vivacity  as  cold 
Ihot.*’  “Admiral  Moreno,*’  tlicy  faid,  “quit, 
ted  the  P.iftora,  which  was  the  fl.ag.lhip,  a 
htile  before  midnlgl.t ;  but  other  officers  re¬ 
tired  much  earlier.” 

The  lofs  lufl.»ined  by  tlic  enemy  could  never 
he  atceitained,  but  from  the  information  of 
the  pi'if<>ncts,  and  the  numheis  fecn  deml  on 
hom'd  the  ihijis,  we  eltimalcd  it  could  n^c 
be  lefs  th.m  ir.oo  men,  including  the  pri. 
fond's.  1'he  caliwls  of  the  G.irrifon  were 
fo  trifling,  that  it  will  .appear  .almotl  incrc. 
dibU,  th.it  futh  a  quantity  of  fire,  in  almoft 
all  its  deflru6live  modes  of  ai'tion,  Ihould 
not  have  produced  more  efl'edl,  with  regard 
to  the  lofs  of  men  ;  there  being  only  1  officer, 
2  fcrjc.ants,  and  1,3  rank  .and  file  killed ;  .and 
5  officers,  6  3  rank  .and  file  wounded.  Tlic 
dift.ancc  of  the  battering-flaips  from  the  Gar;- 
i  lfon  was  exaiRly  fuch  as  our  Artillery  could 
have  xvifhetl.  It  required  fo  fmall  an  elex'a- 
tion,  that  almofl  every  fhot  icKik  pbcc ;  and 
the  cannon  thus  elevated  did  not  require  the 
(hot  to  he  w.ulded  :  .a  circumltance  not  un. 
import.int ;  as  the  time  which  .at  point-blank 
would  h.ive  been  ex|x;nded  in  doubly  wadding, 
w.as  emplox’ed  in  keeping  nji  the  caniionade 
with  grc.iter  bnlknefs.  1  he  damage  done 
to  our  works  held  no  pioportion  with  tlie 
violence  of  the  attack,  .and  tlie  exceffive 
c.annonade  which  they  h.ad  fnllained.  Tlie 
merlons  of  the  diflferent  batteries  were  dif- 
oiilcrcd,  .and  the  flank  of  Oiangc’s  B.itlion 
wa.s  a  little  injured  ;  hot  the  l.atler  \v.\s  chiefly 
done  by  the  land. five,  and  was  not  of  fuch 
confeqncna;  as  to  afloi  d  .any  nnim  forappre- 
lienfion.  1  lie  ordnance  and  c;u  ri.ages  were 
alio  damaged  ;  hot  bv  the  aclivity  of  the  ar¬ 
tillery,  the  whole  fca-linc,  before  niglit,  w.is 
in  ferx  iceaWe  order. 

The  enemy,  in  this  adlion,  had  more 
than  rhice  hnndri’d  pieces  of  lic.ivy  i>rtln3ncc 
in  pl.ay  ;  xvhilit  the  Garrifon  had  only  cighfT 
cannon,  feven  nuirt.ai's,  and  nine  howitzers 
in  oppofition.  I’pw.irds  of  eight  ilioulaml 
three  liundreJ  rounds,  (more  than  half  of 
which  were  hrt  and  skvln  hvndhfu 
AN'ii  siXTfEN  Karrcls  of  powder  were  ex¬ 
pended  by  our  .ailillery.  Wh.at  quantity 'Jf

the  lh<<  hefo!^  llte  fatal  ctfeit,  hut 
fafcinaled  to  ll»c  Ipot.  This  fiKlden  arrelt 
iof  tlw  faculties  was  nothing  uncommon ; 
fevcnl  inlbnces  occurred,  where  men,  to. 
tally  free,  have  had  iheir  fettles  fo  engaged 
bv  a  (bell  in  its  ddcetu,  that  thiiugh  fenliblc 
of  their  d.ingcr,  even  fo  far  as  to  €17  for 
atl'iifance,  Utey  have  been  immediately  fixed 
to  titc  place.  Birt  what  is  more  remai  kable, 
thefc  men  has’e  fo  inll.intaneotifly  recovered 
themfclves  on  ks  fall  to  the  ground;  ns  to 
rentove  to  a  place  of  fafety  before  the  Ibell 
burtt. 

May  S‘;d,  Two  fliells  fell  within  the  Hof- 
pital  wall,  and  alhot  palVed  through  t lie  roof 
of  iMte  t)f  the  pavilions.  A  (belt  fell  in  a 
luMife  in  Hardy  Lown  and  killetl  three  people, 
Ancalicr  front  St.  Carhts  battery,  fell  into  a 
honfe  n.'ar  Smtii  Shed,  in  which  weic  fiflem 
or  fixteen  perfons  :  the  llvrll  buril ;  but 
all  cica(>cd,  except  a  child,  whofe  mo« 
liter  had  experienced  a  fimilar  fate  fome 
time  before.  A  Soldier  of  the  73d,  was 
killed  in  Ins  bed  hv  a  fluH ;  and  .a  Jew  butciter 
ua»  eipuilly  nnfortuiute.  In  all,  feven 
were  killed,  and  twelve  or  tliiitecn  wound¬ 
ed. 

K.irly  in  the  morning  of  t!i«  6th  of  An- 
ga'l,  a  Ibell  tell  into  a  tent  behind  General 
iid  .Matte’s  r|aarteis,  at  the  foutliward,  in 
were  two  men  of  the  58111,  Mleep. 
Tlity  were  iu<r  .t.i,akcncd  by  its  Lll ;  but 
a  leijeaut  iii  an  adj.icct'd  tent  he^d  it,  and 
/.111  iH.ir  foity  yauls  to  a  place  of  l.ifeiy, 
vben  hs  recollected  the  fituariitn  of  iiu  cum- 
I  idos.  Ttiinking  llie  (bell  tud  fallen  blind, 
he  letuiucd  auil  awukcucd  them  :  bath  im- 
rictl'..aicly  rofe,  bat,  tontlaucd  by  the  place, 
deh.ttitig  on  the  nain*w  cfcaj>c  they  had  had, 
^shcit  ttic  ibcll  expliKlti!,  and  forced  them 
with  gre,it  vinlcnce  agaliiff  the  gat  den  wall, 
but  miraculoully  did  no  fi.rlher  mifchief  than 
tletfroying  every  thing  in  the  tent. 

Oa  tl*e  -2bth,  ilte  gun  and  mort.ar  boats 
rtturnoi!,  when  a  wounded  ’m.-itrofs  was 
killed  by  a  (hell  in  the  Hofpkal.  'I'he  cir- 
cumftance:  attending  this  man's  cafe  arc  loo 
mcLmclioly  and  after Vmg  to  be  omitted.  &tme 
time  previous  to  il-.is  event,  he  lud  been  fo 
unlucky  at  to  bre.ik  his  thigh  :  being  a  man 
f'f  great  fplrils.  he  ill  brooked  the  confine- 
mcai  which  his  c.afe  demanded,  and  exerting 
bimfclf  to  get  abroad,  unfoTli.natoly  he  fell, 
••hd  was  obligeiUo  taige  to  Ids  bc»i  again.  He 


was  in  this  fituation,  when  Uta  (hell  fell  into 
the  ward,  and  rebounding  litdged  U(xms  him. 
The  coiivalefcents  and  fsck  in  the  fame 
nM)m  iultantly  fummoned  np  Hrength  to 
crawl  out  on  Itands  .and  knees,  wtiillt  the 
fufe  was  burning  ;  hut  this  wretclied  vidtin* 
was  kept  down  by  the  weight  of  the  (hell* 
which  after  fome  feennds  burtf,  tt>ok  off 
both  liik  legs,  and  fcorched  him  111  a  dre.Mlfal 
ni.mnei  :  hut,  wlut  was  Itill  more  hoi nd. 
lie  furvived  the  explofion,  and  was  fenfible 
to  the  very  moment  that  death  relieved  him 
fromi  hi.s  mifery.  His  lalt  words  were  ex- 
preiiive  of  regret  that  he  Ivid  not  been  killed 
on  the  battenes. 

IKiring  the  attack  of  the  i6th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  a  Ihell  fell  in. an  embr.dure  oppofite  tlie 
Kiiig’s-Imes  Itomb- proof,  killed  tate  of  the 
73d,  and  wouiuied  .another  of  the  fame 
coips.  Tltc  cafc'of  the  latter  was  vei^fia* 
giil.ii',  and  w'ill  ferve  to  enforce  ttie>  mXvl^^ 
iltat  even  in  itie  molt  d.ingerous  cafes,  xmm 
Ihould  never  defpair  of  a  recovery  wbiht  wi^ 
remains.  This  unfortunate  man  was  knock*' V 
cd  down  by  the  wind  of, Che  fhell,  whidi^i 
inttantly  burl\ing,  killed  hi»cx>mpank>n,  ar4*  ' 
m.inglcd  him  in  a  molt  drehdTul  manner.  His 
lic.ad  was  terribly  fiaCbiiid.  his  left  arm 
broke  in  two  pieces,  ixie'^of  his  legs  Ibat- 
tered,  the  Ikin  and  mufetM  tom  oft  part  of 
his  ngiic  hand,  the  middle  finger  bn>ken  to 
pieces,  and  his  whole  body  molt  feverriy 
bruifed  and  marked  with  fun -powder.  Ho 
[trefeiUed  fo  horrid  an  objtfl  to  the  furgeon!^ 
that  they  liad  not  the  fmaUelt  ho|>es  of  fay¬ 
ing  his  life,  .and  were  at\i  lofs  wli.it  part  to 
attend  to  firlt.  tie  w.is  that  evening  tre- 
panned ;  a  few  d.iys  afterw.u'ds  his  leg  w’.as 
amputated,  and  the  other  vt^mls  and  fne- 
ttires  urelfetl.  Being  [toU'eMd  of  an  excel¬ 
lent  coiutitution,  nature  performed  wonders 
in  his  f.ivuui  ,  and  in  eleven  weeks  the  cure 
wasctimpicteiy  elicCled. 

(M  the  1 8ih,  about  ten  o’clock  at  niglit,  a 
fhell  fell  into  a  lionle  opixifite  the  King’s 
Ballion,  where  C’jpi.iiti  Burko,  the  Town 
Majoi,  with  Majors  Mercier  and  Vignules^ 
of  the  391I1,  were  nitiiig.  The  fhell  took 
off  Major  Huike’s  thigh,  fell  through  Lite 
floor  into  the  cellar,  where  it  burft,  and 
forced  the  flooring  With  tlie  unfortunate  Ma- 
]  tr  to  the  ciciing.  When  afflllance  came,  he 
W.1S  found  almofl  buried  among  the  ruins  of 
the  room.  He  wOi  initoiuly  conveyed  to  the 
hofpltal,  but  died  foon  alter  the  wounded 
part  was  ampuutcd,  much  lamented  by  hit 
fiicnds,  as  .in  .imiahlc  member  of  fociety, 
and  by  the  Governor  as  an  inJcfalig.ible  ofh.

winch  lie  luul  fcarcrly  done,  tie  it  fell  into 
the  traverfc,  and  inlt.nuly  enUtnglcd  him  in 
tiie  rubhiftj  :  one  of  the  gu^u  d,  named  Mar¬ 
tin,  ohCervingiub  ililtrcfs,  genet  oully  rifqued

The  Magazine  near"* 
liappily  efcapeil,  tho*  the  dixir  was  tlirowa 
open  by  the  explnfion.  Our  lofs  hy  tlik 
dreadful  acculeiU  was  chiefly  among  the 
workmen  employed  on  the  Aank  of  the  lut. 
icry :  one  drummer,  and  1 3  rank  and  file 
were  killed  ;  3  IcrgeanL;,  3  dromn^ers,  and 
9  lank  and  file  woundr’d.

Such  organization  evidently  be¬ 
longs  not  to  inanimate  matter  ;  and  w  lien  we 
t>btcrvc,  in  vegetables,  that  it  is  conncdled 
Milli,  or  inltiumcntal  to  l!ic  powers  of 
growth,  of  fclf-prcfcrvation,  of  motion,  and 
of  I'c.niiul  iiiciealc,  wc  cannot  » c  il.'tc  to 
alcnl>c  to  them  a  living  principle.  And  by 
.'dinit  ng  this  .attribute,  we  .idvancc  a  ftep 
higher  in  the  analogy  vve  .u  e  purfuing.  h'or, 
the  idea  of  life  naturally  implies  foirre  degree 
of  perceptivity:  and  wherever  pcicepiion 
rcfidcs,  a  greater  or  lels  capacity  tor  enjoy¬ 
ment  Iccms  to  be  its  ncccllary'  adjuniJ^.  lii- 
dchniie  and  low,  tlierefore,  as  this  cnj'aciiy 

n. ay  be,  in  c.ich  fingle  heib  or  tree,  yet, 
when  we  coufider  the  .im.’./ing  extent  of  the 
vegetable  kingdom,  “  tiom  the  ced.tr  of  Le- 
haiion  to  the  hyU'op  upon  the  wall,”  the  .ag¬ 
gregate  of  happinels  piiKlnced  by  it,  will  be 
found  to  exceed  our  molt  enlarged  concep- 
fioMS.  It  is  prejudice  only,  which  rcltrains 

o.  Uipprelfcs  the  delightful  emotions  refulting 

from  the  belief  of  ludi  a  diffufion  of  gcxHl. 
Aiul  becaufc  the  framers  of  lyllems  luvc 
iiivriued  arrangements  and  divifions  of  the 
Works  of  GikI,  to  .aid  the  mind  in  the  piu  - 
lints  tif  Iciencc,  we  implicitly  admit  as  re* 
ality,  w  h  It  is  merely  artihci.il ;  and  .adopt 
dulir/t.ons,  wiihout  proof  of  any  elVcnlial 
dilicrence.  /.uyin/ti  itr/ewn/ ;  vegetitiftHi  ci 
i.tKt  it  an;mo/ia  it  ejiuntf  vlv^nty  et 

ji’.iur.t.  1  Ills  clim.tx,  of  Linnxns,  is  con- 
ftii  in.  Me  to  the  dixfti  iiKs  of  AnlliKU*,  IMiny, 

J‘  ng  us,  and  others.  Hut  none  of  thclc  grc;it 
nieii  have  produced  Intlicient  evidence,  to 
fupjKiit  the  negative  charaCtenftics,  if  1  m.iy 
to  txpiefs  mylclf,  on  whicli  the  three  king¬ 
doms  of  nature  are  here  tftablilhed.  I'liat  a 
giadaiiun  fubri(t.s,  in  the  fcale  of  beings,  is 
clc.ii  iy  m.mifcfl  ;  but  the  higher  advances  we 
nuke  in  phyfical  knowledge,  the  neater  will 
tiie  degrees  he  leeii  to  approach  each  other. 
And  it  IS  no  very  extravag.int  conjecture  to 
fuppofc,  tliat  in  fume  future  period,  peictp- 
tiviiy  may  he  difcovcicd  to  extend,  even  be¬ 
yond  live  limits  now  alVigneikto  vegetable  life. 
Corallines,  madrc|>ore.',  mdlcpores,  and  fpun- 
Rcs  were  formerly  coniidered  as  follil  bodies  ; 
but  the  experiments  of  count  M.ufigli  evin- 
ctxl,  that  they  aie  endued  witli  life,  and  led 
him  to  cUfs  them  with  the  mar.limc  plants. 
And  live  obfcrvatioirs  of  idhs  J'UUcu  ui.d 

i-C'.’oF  .  Ma*. 
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PeyroncI,  liavc  Ance  raiftd  ilicm  to  tlie  rank 
of  animals.  The  dete^ion  of  error,  in  long 
cAabhlhed  opinions  concerning  one  branch  nt’ 
n.itiiral  knowledge,  jiiAiAcs  llic  fiirpicion  of 
its  cxiltcnce  in  odiers,  which  are  nearly  allied 
to  it :  and  it  will  appear,  from  tlic  profecu- 
tion  of  our  ciu|ui ry  into  the  inrtinCts,  f|>oiw 
t.ineity,  and  felf-nioving  power  of  Vcgctablri^ 
thii  the  ruipiciun  is  not  without  founda¬ 
tion. 

II.  Initinct  is  a  propcnfity,  or  move, 
ment  to  feck,  without  deliberatiiMi,  wtiat  is 
agreeable  to  the  ixirticular  nature  aCluated 
by  It  ;  and  to  avoid  what  is  incongnious  or 
huilful.  It  is  a  praClical  jvower,  which  re¬ 
quires  no  previous  knowledge  or  experience  | 
and  wliich  purines  a  prefent  or  future  good^ 
without  any  definite  ideas  or  foi'efight ;  and 
often,  with  very  f.iint  degrees  of  confeiouf- 
nefs.  Tlic  calf,  w  hen  it  hrrt  comes  into  the 
w  oilJ,  applies  to  the  teals  of  the  cow,  utter¬ 
ly  ignor.iiit  of  the  or  nutritious  qinility 
of  the  milk,  .and  confcquenlly,  w  ilh  no  views 
cither  to  (cnfual  gr.ilification,  or  fupport  : 
and  the  duckling,  whiMi  has  been  lutched 
under  a  hen,  at  a  diftance  from  water,  dif- 
covers  a  conll.uit  lelUclfnefs  and  imp.uicnce  ; 
and  is  obici  vcvl  to  pr.iChfc  .ill  the  motions  of 
fwimming,  though  a  llr.inger  to  its  future 
defign.uion,  and  to  the  element  for  w  filch 
its  oily  fc.uhers,  and  wcb-likc  feet,  arc  form¬ 
ed.  Inllindts  an.il(>guus  to  iliefc,  operate  v’itli 
e«|u.il  energy  on  the  vegetable  irilvc.  A  feed 
contains  a  germ,  or  plant  in  miniature,  and 
a  r.idicle  or  little  root,  intended  by  nature  to 
fupply  it  w'ilh  nourifhmcut.  If  the  feed  Ive 
fown  ill  .111  inverted  pi'Arion,  Ibll  each  part 
puifues  its  proper  diredlion.  The  plumula 
turns  upw'.ii'd  ,  .ind  the  radicle  Arikes  down¬ 
ward,  mlo  the  grm  nd.  A  liop-plant,  turn¬ 
ing  round  a  pole,  follows  (lie  courfe  of  tlia 
fun,  from  loulli  to  w’cA,  .ind  fixin  dies,  when 
forced  into  an  upimfite  line  of  motion  :  but 
remove  the  ohll.icle,  and  tlie  plant  will  quick¬ 
ly  return  to  its  uidin.iiy  ixifitiun.  'Mie 
hi-.\nches  of  a  lumey-fuckle  Ihinii  out  longitu¬ 
dinally,  till  they  Irccome  uu.ible  to  bear  their 
own  weight ;  and  then  llrcngtlien  themfeUeSf 
by  changing  their  form  into  a  I'piial.  When 
they  meet  with  other  living  branches,  of  the 
f.uuc  kind,  they  cnalefce  for  mutu.il  fup|K>rt, 
.ind  one  fpiral  turns  to  tliC  right,  and  llie  ofher 
to  the  left ;  lluis  feeking,  by  an  inlhndtivo 
impulfc,  fome  body  on  which  to  climb,  and 
incicafiiig  tlic  probabthty  of  finding  one,  by 
the  divcility  of  their  courfe  :  for  if  the  aux¬ 
iliary  branch  be  dead,  the  other  uniformly 
winds  itlelf  round,  from  (he  right  to  the 
left. 

Tlicfe  examples,  of  the  indindlivc  oca  - 
nomy  of  vegetables,  ha/c  been  pur|>oft  y 
taken  fiom  fubJviA:*  familiar  to  our  d.Vdv  oa- 
V  y  fcrvatio.i  • 
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fcrvaiion.  Bui  the  plants  of  warmer  climates, 
were  we  futTic-.cntly  accpuaintcJ  with  them, 
wtiulil  pu)h.»My  furnilh  hetter  illullrations  of 
this  acknowlt  dgetl  power  of  animahty  :  and 
I  Hull  biieRy  recite  t!\c  hiltniy  of  a  very 
curious  exotic,  which  has  been  Jcllveitd  to 
us  from  Riy'd  avi'.ltnriiy ;  amlconfiimeil  hy 
the  oblcrvaluitis  of  feveral  Kuropcaa  bota* 
nitts. 

Tile  Dinn.vi  Mufc'pula  is  a  native  of 
North  Carohua.  Its  leaves  are  miaicrovis, 
inclining  to  heml  down  wauls,  and  placed  in  a 
ciicalar  order  :  ih.ty  are  jointed,  and  fnccn- 
Icnt :  the  upper  jidnt  confil^s  of  two  lobes, 
ea<  h  of  whuh  is  temi-oval  ni  its  form,  with 
a  margin  turnilhed  with  Itiif  hairs  ;  wiiich 
embrace  each  other,  wh.cn  they  dote  from 
any  irrilailon.  The  furfaccs  t>f  thefe  lobes 
arc  covered  with  fmall  icd  glaiui*^,  which  pro¬ 
bably  fccrctc  fume  fweet  litpinr,  tempting  to 
the  lallc,  but  fatal  to  the  lives  of  inl'eds  :  for, 
the  moment  the  pinir  animal  alights  upon 
Ihele  paits,  l!\e  tw(»  lobes  rife  up,  grafp  it 
forcibly,  lock  the  rows  of  fpines  together, 
and  hpiee/c  it  to  deatli  :  and,  lett  the  Ih  ng- 
gles  t«>i  life  IhouUi  ilileugage  the  luted,  thus 
entangled,  three  fmall  fpines  are  tixed  amonglt 
the  glands,  mar  the  middle  of  each  lobe, 
wbicli  ctlcdndly  put  an  end  to  all  Itsefloits: 
nor  do  the  !ol>es  ojkmi  ag.un,  while  the  dead 
animal  continues  ihtre.  Tlie  dilToInlinn  of 
its  fuhllance,  therefore,  is  fnpjiofcd,  by  natn- 
i. dills,  to  coni' tule  pnit  of  the  nounihment 
of  the  pi  mt.  But  as  itie  difcriminative  power 
of  inlhnd  is  ;dwa\s  limited,  and  puKceds 
wit’r  a  biim!  noitornnty  when  put  into  exer¬ 
tion,  the  jdaut  I  loles  ifs  leaves  as  forcibly,  if 
llinui’a  ed  bv  a  Ittaw  or  a  pin,  as  by  the  body 
of  an  lufcd  nor  does  it  expand  tliem  again, 
fill  the  extraneous  I'ubllance  is  witbdiaun. 

If  llie  l.u'ts  :;:u1  t'bierv.aiion;,  ubicb 
have  been  pndneed,  lurn'.fli  any  prefumpliNC 
pioof  of  the  iiutim‘hvc  |*«*wfr  of  vegetables, 
it  will  necell'anly  to!K>w,  tliat  they  mult  l»e 
endued  with  fome  degree ot  Iponiane'.ty.

!>e.  With  whicii  It  is  aC''o:iipaiurd  :  and  fuch 
volition  picfup;M»lcs  .an  inn.itr  |>erccptioi», 
both  of  uh.il  IS  conbm.uH,  and  of  wh.U  is 
koiuiious  to  the  conthtution  of  the  individual, 
01  fpccics  diicdcil  by  It.  But  it  is  tbedcfigu 
«>f  (bis  hltlc  clliiy,  ral.cr  to  invcltlgat*  lu- 
|4iie,  th-in  loapi^eal  to  nKtapt.yhcal  confulera- 
l.o’.is  :  1  lhall  priKml,  therefore,  to  point  (>ut 
..  lew  of  ibofr  pb.cmur.cua,  in  the  vegetable 
king»lom,  ubich  indicate  f|vnt.aneity. 

Several  years  ago.  vslulit  cng.iged  in  a 
ctturfe  ot  tX|'Ci im* Ills  (<>  a.^ceitain  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  fixed  air  u.i  vcgel.non,  the  follow- 
j;.g  t.’Xl  irpi-^jcdly  cccuired  to  pie.  A  fprg 


of  mint,  fufpended  by  the  root,  with  i)ie 
be.id  downwards,  in  the  middle  glals  vetM 
of  Pr.  yiKitlfs  machine,  continued  to  ihnre 

vigormifly,  vvitbooi  any  »)ther  p.'ihulimi,  ihan 
vvlut  vv.as  luppbed  by  the  Itream  of  niephitk 
g.is,  to  which  it  vv;is  expofed.  In  ivventv- 
four  hours,  the  Item  formed  into  a  curve 
the  hc.id  bcc.'.mc  cieCt,  and  gradually  afveivl. 
td  tovv.irds  the  moutli  of  tlie  velftl ;  thus 
punlucing,  hy  fucectlive  elhui«,  a  new  nhj 
uiiufu.il  configuration  of  its  parts.  Such  ci- 
eitions  in  the  fprig  of  mint,  t«»  rectify  its 
inverted  polition,  and  to  rcnmvc  fioni  a  fiv 
reign  to  its  natural  clement,  letms  to  evince 
Vidit.on  to  avoid  vvliat  was  evil,  and  to  re. 
cover  what  bad  heen  expciicnccd  to  be  good. 

If  a  plant,  in  a  garden-pot,  be  placed  in  a 
room  which  has  no  light,  cxce[it  from  a 
bole  ill  the  wall,  it  will  fhoot  tovv.irds  lli« 
hole,  pafs  tbroiigli  it  into  the  open  air,  and 
then  vegetate  upw’ards,  in  its  proper  direc¬ 
tion.  Lord  Kamics  lel.ates,  that  “  amongft 
tlie  ruins  of  New  Abbey,  formeily  a  mo- 
n;!l\ciy  in  ('» illoway,  tliere  grows  on  ll.c  top 
of  a  wall,  a  plane-tree,  twenty  feet  nigli. — 
Siraiieiied  for  iicmi  ilhmcnt,  in  that  barren 
filiation,  it  feveral  years  ago  direfted 
riHits  down  the  fide  of  the  wall,  till  they 
reached  the  ground,  ten  feet  below ;  and 
now,  the  nour.lhmcnt  it  Lltinded  to  llitfe 
roots,  during  tlie  lime  of  dtfceiiding,  is  .im¬ 
ply  repaid  ;  liaviiig  every  year,  luicc  l!at 
lime,  made  vigorous  (hoots.  From  tb.e  iif 
of  the  wall  to  llic  furfnee  of  the  earth,  iheie 
HMits  have  not  ihunvn  out  a  fimple  fibre, 
but  aie  now'  unacd  into  a  pretty  thick  lufd 
root.’*

Mr.  Miller,  in  his  late  .icc  »utu  ol  the 
illinJ  of  Siimalr.1,  inentmns  .t  Ipecies  of  a>- 
i.»l,  whuli  the  inh.tbiiaiUi  have  imtt.iken  for 
a  plan:,  aa«i  have  ilciuimin.Ued  it  lalaii-ctnir, 
tw  ica-gials.  It  is  found  in  ihahovv  bays, 
where  it  .appears  like  a  lli.jighl  llick,  but 
when  luiicned,  witlulrawN  itfeif  into  the 
U:iJ.  Now,  if  l‘oir-nv)vin'  faculties,  like 
lliefe,  indicate  anim.ahty,  crut  fucli  .i  ihlhnc- 
tiun  be  ilcnieti  to  vegetables,  ixill'eUed  of 
them  in  .an  eijuat  or  fupenor  degree  :*— >• 
The  w.aier-lily,  be  tlic  jxind  deep  or  ihnl- 
l')W  in  which  it  grows,  puihes  up  its  tbmci  - 
1  terns,  till  they  re.ach  the  open  air,  that  the 
f.irin.i  fccund.ms  may  perforin,  without  in¬ 
jury,  its  proper  olVice.  About  fcveii  in  the 
morning,  the  ft  dk  erects  itfeif,  and  the 
(lowers  rife  .ibovc  tits  fni  face  of  the  w.iter : 
in  this  Hate  they  continue  till  four  in  the 
afternoon,  when  tlie  It  ilk  becomes  relaxed, 
and  the  flowei's  link  and  dole.  The  mo¬ 
tions  of  the  lenfitive  pUnt  have  been  long 
noticed  with  admiration,  as  exhibiting  the 
moll  obvious  figus  of  perceptivity.  And  if 
wc  .admit  fneh  motions  as  criteria  of  .a  like 
power  in  other  beings,  to  .atliibnte  them,  in 
this  inltance,  to  mere  meclunif.m,  aiHualcd 
folcly  by  external  impulfc,  is  to  deviate 
from  the  foundclt  rule  of  philofophiziug, 
which  directs  us  not  to  multiply  c.uifes,  when 
the  effects  appear  to  be  the  fame.  Neither 
will  tlie  laws  of  cleCti  ii  ity  belter  folve  the 
phsnomeua  of  this  animated  vegetable  ;  for 
its  leaves  are  equ.dly  atleCted  by  the  contact 
of  elcitric  and  non  eleCtnc  bodies;  lliew 
no  c!i  inge  in  tlicir  fentibility,  whether  the 
atmolpiicie  he  dry  or  moilt  ;  and  inltanlly 
viols  when  the  vapour  of  volaldc  alkali,  or 
tlic  fames  of  burning  fulpliur  .ire  applied  to 
vliem.  i  he  powers  of  chemical  Itimidi  to 
prtKlucc  Contractions  in  the  fibres  of  this 
plant,  may  perhaps  lead  fonie  phdolophcrs 
to  refer  them  to  the  vn  or  irrllablhiy, 

wliicli  they  .aiiign  to  ccitain  p.arts  of  orga- 
ni/.cd  matter,  totally  diltmCl  from,  and  iiulc- 
l^ndent  of,  any  fciiticiit  en»*ig\’.  Hot  the 
hypothecs  is  evidently  .a  folecdm,  and  re- 
fiUcs  Itfeif.  For  the  prefence  of  irritability 
van  only  be  proved  by  the  cx|H;ricnce  of  ir- 
iitaiions,  and  the  idea  of  irriution  involves 
in  it  Ilia*,  of  feeling. 

r.ui  there  is  a  fjicclcs  of  tlic  order  of 
derandri  1,  which  conftantly  and  unif»>imly 
vxcrls  a  lelf- moving  power,  umnttucnccd 
cither  by  chtniic.»l  llimiili,  or  by  .any  exter¬ 
nal  impulie  wliatfiKver.  This  curious  (brub, 
which  was  unknown  to  Linnxm,  is  a  na¬ 
tive  of  the  KaJt  Indies,  hot  has  been  culti- 
v.itcd  in  fcveral  hoMotcjl  gardens  here.  I 
hail  an  op|K>i  iunily  of  ex.tntining  it,  ui  the 
collection  of  rtic  laic  Dr.  Brown.  It  is  lii- 


follous,  grows  to  the  heigh:  of  four  feet, 
and  produces,  in  autumn,  yellow  flowers. — 
Tlic  lateral  leaves  arc  fmalter  than  tlv>fc  .at 
the  extremity  of  Uie  Italk  ;  and  all  d  .y  long, 
the/  arc  continually  moving  either  upwards^ 
downward »,  or  in  the  fegment  of  a  ciixle  :  the 
l  ilt  motion  is  performed  by  the  twiftiag  of 
the  foot-lt.ilks  ;  and  wliilit  one  leaf  is  ri¬ 
ling,  its  alfoci.atc  is  gciuT.dly  defeending ; 
tile  motion  dovvauardi  is  ipiicker  .tnd  more 
ii regular  thin  the  motion  upwards,  wliicli 
is  ItcaJy  .and  uniform.  Thefe  movrmrnts 
r.re  obfcrwhle  during  the  fpace  of  twenty- 
four  hours,  in  the  leaf  of  a  bi*anch  lopped 
off'  from  the  flinib,  and  kept  in  water.— 

If,  from  any  obltacle,  the  motion  be  retarded, 
upon  the  removal  of  that  ohllacl'e,  it  is  l  e- 
fumed  with  .a  gre  iter  degree  of  velocity.  I 
cannot  better  comment  on  this  wonderful  de¬ 
gree  of  vegetable  animation,  than  in  the 
words  of  Cicero.  efl  <fu3.i

1  have  thus  attempted,  with  the  brevity 
preferibed  by  the  laws  of  this  Society,  to  ex¬ 
tend  our  views  of  animated  nature ;  to  gr.a- 
iify  the  mind  with  the  contempUition  of  mul¬ 
tiplied  accelVions  to  the  general  aggregate  of 
tclicity  ;  and  to  ex.dt  our  conceptions  of  the 
wililoin,  power,  and  benefircncc  of  Cod. 

In  an  unJertaking  never  yet  .accomplifhed, 
difappointment  can  hj  no  difgracc  :  in  one, 
directed  to  fuch  noble  obje^^,  the  motives 
arc  a  julVitic.ation,  independently  of  fuccefs. 
Trutli,  indeed,  obliges  me  to  acknowleilgc, 
that  I  review  my  f|>c>ulatioos  with  much  ' 
dith.lencc  ;  .and  thit  I  dare  not  prefume  to 
cxj.cCl  tliey  will  priKluce  any  permanent  con- 
vlClion  in  others,  becaufe  1  experience  an  in- 
Itibihlyof  opinion  in  myfelf.  P'or,  to  ufc 
the  langnagu  of  Tullv,  Ni'/iio  quomodo^  du>n 
;  (um p'^fui  /tl>rum,  uffinfio  om- 
r.ii  tiia  clabitur. — But  this  fcepticilm  is  per¬ 
haps  to  be  .aferibed  to  the  influence  of  liabi- 
tu.al  jMecoMCcplions,  rather  tlian  to  a  defici¬ 
ency  of  rcalonablc  prtxif.  For  bcfidcs  the 
v.irious  .arguments  which  h.ave  been  .idvauced 
in  f.tvour  of  vegel.iblc  perceptivity,  it  m.ay 
be  farther  urged,  that  ific  liypothctis  rccom  J 
mends  itfeif,  by  its  confonatice  to  thofe  high¬ 
er  .analogies  of  nature,  which  lead  us  to  con¬ 
clude,  t!i.it  the  grcalcH  polViblc  fum  of  hap- 
pinefs  cxiUs  in  the  un’rverfc.  The  bottom 
of  the  ocean  is  overfpread  with  plants,  of 
the  molt  luxuriant  magnitude.  immenfe 
regions  of  the  c.irth  arc  covered  willi  peren¬ 
nial  furefts.  Nor  are  the  Alps  or  the  Andes 
deflitute  of  herbage,  though  buried  in  depths 
of  fnow.

O  M  O  L  0*s  houfc  confjftcd  of  a  pretty 
large  hall,  two  bcd-chamhcri,  and  a 
kitchen,  all  on  the  ground. floor,  and  mort  • 
delightfully  clean  and  neat.  'I'hey  went 
forwards  into  the  kitchen.  Nane  trembled 
f:om  head  to  f<K)t.  Momolo  perceived  tlie 
embarratlmeni  of  the  youth,  and  afked  the  old 
riati  in  what  he  could  be  of  fervicc  to  him. 

L'lbtr’t Jtnf:  in  hit  ft  pinole  ♦ ,”  anfwcred  Mai  k. 

**  You  luve,  lam  told,  a  charming  d.uigliltr, 
of  a  proper  .age  to  be  fettled  in  ilie  world: 
lieic  is  my  godfon,  who  all*  her  in  maniage. 
lie  has  no  vices  ;  he  has  never  been  feen  ci¬ 
ther  at  t.averns,  or  gaming-lioulc.s.  He  earns 
foul  teen  duc.its  a  nuv.ith  of  ins  young  mailer, 
^with  w  hom  he  is  a  favorite)  without  reckon¬ 
ing  his  dinnei>,  his  midnights,  and  m.nny  per- 
ipiifites  and  prefents.  HelioUl  his  lunds, 
adorned  with  jalpersand  rings  of  gold  :  they 
;uc  the  nuiks  and  fiuits  of  his  avunomy. 
J.iiok.at  hii  perfon  ;  obierve  his  arms,  wor. 
lliy  of  Samplon  :  w  ith  Iticnglh  of  bcKly  to 
ilullenge  the  IMiililtines,  there  is  no  fear  of 
his  ever  wanting  a  place.  1  will  anlw’er  for 
tiis  cluiracter  :  1  have  known  him  from  his 
infancy,  been  c.a!efal  to  infoim  myfelt  of 
Itis  deportment,  and  to  examine  lus  atiions 
tl**fcly  :  I  have  never  heard  .my  ill  icjRirts 
i.f  him.

Nane  had  not 
nulled  a  finglc  movemcn:,  or  clirnige  on  the 
countenance  of  him,  w  hole  ani  wer  w.as  to 
decide  his  t.»ie  :  he  d.aiPil  to  eiicoumge  lome 
degree  of  hope;  and  he  hal  great  need  of 
it,  to  fiipp(>il  liim  under  the  cruel  agiuiion 
he  luUcied.  .Ail  of  a  ludJen,  Momolo,  rif- 
ing  from  li.s  cliair,  ami  t..!;ing  old  M.irk  by 
till*  hand,  h«nl  to  hotli  ot  lliem,  “  Come 
;»U»ng  with  nv,  my  hieiuis,  and  you  llull 
have  mv  ..nlwci."  He  I  d  iliem  to  the  vef* 
tible  of  hi.-,  hoo.e  ;  then  llopjung,  w  ith  a 


them  thus  :  “  Lmik  up,  myllic•lul^,  fix  your 
attention  U|Hni  the  obje^^ts  which  IuiiouihI 
you.”  1  his  vetlible  was  ornamented  with 
the  portraits  of  his  father  and  motliei,  aid 
their  foie-fatlKis,  .and  generatiiHis  bcfoic 
tliem,  with  tire  names  of  each  |)crfon  at  tlie 
bottom,  and  the  dates  of  fucli  liau(.k.iions  as 
rcfled\ed  homnir  on  llicir  charadlcrs.  ll.c 
p.unling,  to  f.iy  the  truth,  was  not  e-xipiilne, 
but  the  clur.ii^ters  were  curious.  li.ey  wcie 
laige  heads,  Itrongly  coloured,  and  drelfcJ  in 
laced  bonnets,  after  the  niikie  of  the  gomio. 
hers  ;  fome  with  pipes  in  their  mouthb,  aid 
others  with  the  end  of  .an  oar  kicking  up  on 
one  fide  of  them.  In  the  fpaces  between  the 
pidures,  the  walls  were  covered  with  ftigsof 
all  colours,  half  confumed  by  time,  .aid 
ranged  all  round  in  the  manner  of  troplnec 
“  Behold,”  laid  he  to  them,  “  my  foi  t  fathtr; ; 
rend  their  recoids,  .and  mine  alio.  Yts, 
Nane  is  a  young  man,  w  liom  1  elleem  aid 
love :  but  it  Ih.ill  not  be  laid,  th.it  the 
filter  of  Vendetta  married  a  m.iu,  who  h.d 
not  ferved  his  prince,  or  brought  oil  loine 
honourable  m.iik  of  vieloiy.  Such  is  the 
uiialur.ihle  bw  of  my  family,. and  which 
my  ancedors  have  conilantly  obleived.  \Vc 
have  never  given,  nor  rec«»;vtd,  a  woman 
in  marriage,  without  joining  her  hands  to 
hands  made  gha  ious  by  fuch  exploits  as  do 
credit  to  tlie  rank  in  which  GikI  h.is  been 
pleaded  to  pl.ice  u'^.”  Maik,  altunifbcd, 
rnatic  no  reply  :  Nane  Itood  motionlefs  aid 
overwhelmed,  as  if  .1  thuiidci  holt  had  fallen 
upon  him ;  when  Momolo,  alTuming  once 
more  his  heroic  air,  and  laying  one  hand 
upon  the  young  man’s  ihouldtr,  faiJ,  with 
an  animating  tone  of  voice,  “Cour.ige,  Deo: 
fuch  is  the  affection  that  1  be.ar  my  oW 
friend,  and  the  opinion  I  liavc  of  yoorfelf, 
tli.U  I  am  going  to  propofe  a  metliod  whu-b 
may  fatisfy  us  all;  .and  the  only  tnic  which 
will  convince  you  of  my  dcfire  to  render'  y(*u 
h.ipj>y,  and  to  chcrifli  your  hi'j>cs.  May 
Heaven,  winch  fuggelted  it  to  me,  hicfs  iK 
thought,  and  hc.ir  the  vows,  whicli  Iball  be 
common  between  us  !  Yes,  my  friend,  the 
oiiportunily  is  favourable,  the  uueer  of  glory 
is  oj)cn.  In  tlucc  d.ays  our  patrons  f  aie  go-

in  my  foi  ti  ili  year - ’’  N.ine  nndcr- 

itaiKlinj  the  j^eneious  j'lopoial,  half  expref- 
ICil,  lliicw  himfelf  at  Momolo’s  lect,  whiJi 
he  watered  with  his  tears.  iMaik’s  cyc5 
nioiileneJ  with  lympathetic  ilrops,  he  fhinjj 
hn  arms  about  Moinolo’s  neck  :  then  both, 
embracing  llie  young  man,  raifed  him  up, 
and  went  together  into  one  of  the  other 
KKims;  where  Momolo,  calling  in  the  wo¬ 
men,  addrelfcd  his  hitei  thus.  Heie,  my 
love,  is  a  youth  w ho  comes  lo  alk  yon  in 
mamage  :  he  h:is  my  good  wilhts,  and  1  do 
not  rije^t  his  demand.  Though  he  be  not 
vet  woitny  of  you,  I  truQ  he  will  be  in  ihice 
days.  Atfure  him  (fiiice  1  know  your  lieart) 
vuu  have  no  dilVike  to  him  ;  encourage  him 
to  ilo  you  honour,  and  lecommend  him  to 
tl»c  Holy  Viigiii.  1  have  propofed  tv)  row 
uit'a  linn,  to  be  his  comr.ide  .iiid  brother  in 
the  I  ace,  as  he  ^vill  ftKin  become  mine  in  a 
more  folemn  manner.  It  is  upon  the  con> 
dition  of  his  returning  viClorious  fiom  the 
tfy.ittu  t!ut  his  happinefs  dejicnds :  thou 
knoweit  thou  oiighi’lt  lo  afpire  lo  a  hnlhatul 
crowned  with  honour,  and  that  no  other 
mutl  enter  into  our  alliance.”  I'cltina's  eyes 
were  h\rd  i>n  the  ground  ;  her  countenance 
was  all  on  fne,  her  whole  pcifon  in  confu- 
fiini.  l\>or  Naiie  began  to  Hammer  ont  a  few 
words  winch  toiili!  not  he  heard  :  he  killed 
Vi  nJetta’:;  hand  with  a  filent  tranfixirt,  and 
c  lit  an  eager  look  upon  the  troubled  maiden, 
de<  ply  alledlcd  w;tli  her  fit  nation.  'I  he 
filler- in- law  and  Mark  wept  for  joy,  and 
botli,  .approaching  lleltinn,  confoled  her  upon 
the  uncertainty  of  the  event  upon  which  her 
fate  depended. 

TUc  children  of  the  family,  .^s  Toon  as  they 
heard  tlic  nluntion  of  a  and  of  a 

courfc,  began  to  fing  evviv^ii  ;  the  whole 
houfc  was  .animated,  the  joy  became  general, 
Ihefl  ime  of  hiMtour  burned  in  every  heart. 
A  gi  n's  of  wine  drank  all  round,  to  the  fuc- 
cti  .  I  *  ilie  entcrpilze,  put  an  end  to  this  in- 
leic'.hiig  cofUcicnce  ;  and  the  three  men 
•agiccd  to  go  together  to  the  maltcrs  of  the 
conihaiaiils,  to  obMiti  their  |>ermiiriun  to  row 
in  the  rr^ettia.  Mark  Tofean  was  the 
q>c.ikcr.  The  circumllancc  of  tlie  compact 
hciwcen  the  two  future  brothers-in*  law 
was  cxpreifcd  in  high  terms,  as  well  as  the 
noble  priKccding  of  Momolo  Vendetta.  Their 
ni.Utcrs,  delighted  witli  the  pro|x>fal,  and 


w.irmed  in  turn  by  that  inter^  wliich  l!t^ 
heart  of  evci7  Venetian  takes  in  a  rf^^atta, 
and  all  the  ciicurutUnces  relating  to  it,  lUghly 
applauded  yicir  refoluiuvo,  .and,  prom i fit rg  ti% 
pay  all  the  uecctlarv’  expcnccs,  encouraged 
them  with  many  allur.inces  of  their  protec¬ 
tion.  The  two  candidates  vrent  immodiatelf 
to  iiifcnhe  their  names  as  com|>etitors  in  the 
race  of  the  two-oared  boats,  and  Ihewed  them- 
fclves  on  that  d.iy,  at  the  tiial  (a  kind  of  re- 
ticailal  of  the  iyo'o/m'I,  in  a  manner  that 
gave  hiine  apptchnifion';  to  their  oppcxients. 
The  thu  d  d.iy  was  fixevi  for  the  grand  contett, 
before  the  republic  and  the  royal  guefis,  Mo¬ 
molo  peimitted  N.ine  to  dine  at  his  lioufe 
every  day.  The  happinefs  of  feeing  his  bc- 
loveil  Bcttina,  could  not  fail  to  excite  his 
utmolt  amhitittu,  and  to  infpire  him  with  in- 
vincihle  courage.  The  youth  burned  with 
the  moll  ardent  dcfiicof  entering  the  liHi, 
aikl  felt  the  utmoll  impatience  for  the  d.iy  of 
combat,  when  helhould  receive  the  oar  from 
the  lunds  of  his  millrefs. 

Momolo,  .IS  an  experienced  hero,  gave 
this  advice  lo  young  Heo  :  As  fiHXt  as  thou 

heaifll  the  fign.il,  luilten  lo  diltincetliy  com¬ 
panions  :  but  l'<ear  not  with  ttx)  much  xveight 
upon  thy  (Ml  ;  titc  fmallncfs  of  the  boat  will 
>  not  admit  tex)  violent  a  piclfure,  and  may  rii- 
danger  i»s  ovciretting.  Gently  flackcn  thy 
couife,  when  thou  tcell  llic  others  behind 
thee,  that  thou  mayclt  not  exhaulllhy  llieiigth. 
Thou  wilt  have  occ.ifion  for  it,  when  thou  h.ifl 
att.tiiu'd  the  middle  of  the  couife.  Then  cx- 
eil  it  nil  lo  arrive  lull  .it  the  end.  Ubferve 
me,  and  adopt,  from  my  way  of  lowing,  A 
foi  t  of  addrets,  not  lefs  necelfary  than  Hrcngth. 

'  Vlicn  thou  remarkett  any  boat  eiideavnut  rag 
to  croi’s  thee,  alw.nys  keep  where  the  can.il 
is  deepell.  Indulge  no  abufc  of  thy  rivals, 
cither  m  word  ,  or  adtiuiis :  vidtory  is  the 
only  vengeance  wc  are  peimitted  lo  lake.’* 
1  bus  fchuolcd,  Momolo  made  him  often  ic- 
|Kat  the  round  which  they  had  to  run,  point- 
ingout  every  rtullow  in  ilic  canal,  as  well  as 
tliofc  parts  w  here  the  tide  flows  in  with  the 
greatell  rajiidity. 

At  laU  the  greit  day  arrives.  The  women 
interefled  in  ine  fate  of  our  champions,  de» 
nied  tficmfclvcs  all  kinds  of  amufument, 
which  this  gay  and  noify  feflival  oflciej 
them  on  all  fidcs.  'Micy  did  nut  even  cafl 
their  eyes  upon  the  gre.»l  can.d,  alre.idy  jk*#- 
plcd  by  the  ciowd,  and  emhellilhed  by  the 
grc.il  b.irgc^.  of  parade,  w  ith  their  traais.  In 
trembling  .igiution  they  wt  tu  to  church  at  the 
break  of  day,  and,  profit  ating  thcmfelves  at 
thefoelof  thealtar,imploied  thcprediledt.oncf 
Heaven  in  their  favour,  win.  the  fame  ardor, 
as  if  they  were  .ifking  the  (alvation  of  ifieir 
country,  or  vidloiy  over  a  public  enemy. 
Bcttina,  tire  tender  Batura,  repeated  eveiy 
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piuyer  (be  knew  hy  heart ;  flic  figluJ,  and 
bulked  with  (uppliant  cycSi  led  and  moiUcntd 
V  ith  tears,  U|K)n  the  invijci  of  the  faint*.,  on 
e\cry  object  and  inlti  nincnl  of  wuilh.p  with 
which  !bc  wtu>  furioundcd.  She  made  vows 
for  tlic  laccefs  of  her  brother's  inltru<‘\ions  ; 
fier  hps  puKiounccd  them,  whiUt  her  heart 
bicaihcd  much  wanner  wllhc>  in  he  half  of 
tier  lo\cr.  I'hclc  Ihe  dated  fcaiceiy  cxprcis 
in  woriU,  and  fouitd  a  fort  ot  latutaCtion  in 
believing  them  confounded  with  the  otiicrs. 

The  rclariotii  in  common  were  now  all 
anemblcd  at  Vciidclia’i.  Iioufe  ;  a  piielt  was 
among  them,  who  came  to  celebrate  a  mal*, 
juilicvilai  ly  directed  to  the  great  objetit  of 
the  moment.  Mutlled  np  in  his  fui  plu'c, 
and  followed  hy  a  boy,  Imlding  the  holy  wa¬ 
ter,  lie  at  length  tinik  the  baion  in  his  lands, 
and  fprinklcd  both  ends  ot  the  Ixiat,  aftei- 
wards  tixing  to  it  the  image  of  Nojha  Datr.a 
at'ilu  Salute.  Moniolo’s  wife  gave  tlic  oar 
to  her  hufbaiu),  with  the  recolloClion  of  his 
pall  trivmiphs ;  Bettina,  With  a  tiximbllng 
liand,  next  picfentcd  one  to  her  lover,  and 
fell  back  into  a  chair,  overcome  by  the  agi- 
t.ation  of  her  fpirits  :  unable  to  (peak,  the 
calt  uiKin  him  the  molt  exprclflvc  look. 
Wlut  tendernefs  ami  tUMpicnce,  what  pr.iy- 
ers,  what  vows,  did  not  licit  hxik  convey  ! 
Deo  exclaimoil,  “  I  go  to  contend  for  thee, 
and  (hall  1  not  comjuci  r”  Ohfei  vinr,  a  white 
ribb.ind,  u  Id  Ji  lied  her  flowing  Holies,  he 
irquelled  it  of  her.  She  gave  it.  Deo,  tint 
killing  it,  pi  died  it  to  ins  heart,  and  llien 
tied  It  round  his  cap.  1  he  wliole  manfion 
now  fcliocd  with  exclamations  of  joy,  wiili 
the  happy  omens  .iiui  wiflics  ot  the  nume- 
lous  lelalioos.  1  !:e  good  people  of  ilieir 
party,  being  afl'cmblcd  in  an  open  pl.ife  near 
the  houle,  b'llowcd  thr  two  champK*ns,  dref- 
fed  in  their  unitoim,  to  the  boat.  They 
both  leaped  vig*iunilly  into  it,  and  darted 
siting  tlic  water  tvi  gam  llie  place  from 
whence  they  were  to  llait.  1  he  intrepid  air 
and  dctfiniincd  confidence  which  then  coun¬ 
tenances  nianifettcd,  inr[iired  their  livals, 
whom  they  overl(Hik  on  their  way,  with 
lomcthing  like  doubt  and  apprchcnfion. 

The  women  had  not  courage  to  behold  a 
rontclt  in  which  they  were  I'o  nearly  uUe- 
relted.  They  lemained  at  home  with  fomc 
fiicnds,  loo  kind  to  leave  them  in  their  un- 
caiy  hticdion.  'I'he  experienced  valour  of 
Monudo,  tliC  n length  of  N.ine,  were  happy 
progr.olhcs.  But  Beiima  feciiis  iivctted  to 
the  giound  upon  her  knees,  her  eyes  lifted 
up  to  heaven,  and  her  hands  clafpeil.  The 
repitil  of  t!;c  eanm»i),  the  fignal  f<>r  bcgin- 
nmg  the  coui  fe,  made  her  tt.iu  and  linver  : 
unable*  any  longer  to  kie|i  t!ic  attitude  of 
pi.tyer,  beh.'ld  herextemled  upon  the  ground, 
wiliioul  llicugth  CM  utterance  !  She  b  iifud 
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up  and  placed  in  a  chair;  w  hilil  pej 
and  vinegar  arc  apphcrl  to  i,cr  noltiils.  Si.® 
aitkniates  a  few  broken  words;  tlic  piflltm 
which  hitheito  lud  lain  conceaUd  m 
heair,  can  no  longer  bear  its  i outjucmeni  . 
her  lovei,  hei  Nant,  and  Inmcuincs  her  hi o. 
Iher,  weic  the  only  words  flic  Was  ahJe 
clc.a  ly  to  proiinuiue. 

In  the  nie.m  tun.*,  oor  cliampions  were 
among  thr  foienmll  m  the  eoui  !e,  and  mq. 
eiling  thrmfelvrs  to  get  before  ilnec  otl»eis 
who  were  juft  even  w  ith  lliem. 

The  (inking  lieauty  of  the  fpe<n.acle  .at 
lint  momrnt,  is  beyond  deknjnioti.  It  is 
no  longer  limply  a  magnificent  diveifion,  hvit 
a  inlional  and  very  inteiefting  affair.  All 
the  diflcicnt  tUafles  of  I’peciatois  are  moved 
and  .agitated — the  ciowd  of  Imat'  ranged  fo 
tliick  on  both  fides,  as  to  have  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  being  licajicd  on  one  anotlier  ;  thofe 
which  follow  the  race  in  confufion,  with  the 
gieatell  eagcriids — the  orn.imtntcd  barges, 
which  rife  above  the  reli,  by  the  brilii.iucy 
of  rich  fiurti',  fe;ahcis,  and  liieami*!',  ItiU 
more  relieved  by  the  fable  ground  of  the 
goiulobs — hamls  of  niulic,  difptiTed  about 
in  barges  upon  the  terraces  and  qu.ws,  iii- 
ten  opted  liy  tlie  thouts  of  apjilaufe  and  en¬ 
couragement  to  the  forcinolt,  or  by  the 
luiotiiig  of  thsf  populace  to  thole  that  were 
behind — the  columned  fronts  and  balconies  of 
the  palaces  and  houfes,  tlironged  with  the 
moft  brillMiit  comjTnny — the  w  aving  of  fans 
and  hats,  by  w  Inch  tiioulands  of  l'pe‘'arcrs 
indicate  tlic  lively  inlenlt  they  t.ikc  on  the 
occafuin — all  theic  objedis  ami  circumll.incts 
together  foi  ni  a  w  hole,  wliofe  parts  it  would 
be  impolVible  to  urtitc*  elfewhtre  ;  the  loc.d 
fituation  of  Venice*  being  .ahfolulcly  original 
and  fmgiihr,  and  the  animation  and  vivacity 
of  Its  inhabit.ints  truly  cxtr.ioi dinary. 

Deo’s  bii.it  beg.in  .ilic.idy  to  g.iin  ground 
on  tl'.olc  of  liis  competitors :  as  foon  .is  he 
h.ul  gilt  before  tliC  temple  of  Noilra  D.ima 
della  S.ilutc,N.!iic  i  ecolleiloil  the  proteifiion  fur 
which  he  lud  prayed  :  he  renewed  lus  pray* 
ei  s  w  ith  tlie  gi  e.itell  fervour,  and  all  at  once 
threw  his  bonnet,  with  his  milli  efs’s  ribband, 
into  the  water,  on  that  fide  next  the  church. 
The  fpirlt  of  this  adiion  was  a  fit  of  the 
gre.itcli  devotion,  carrying  with  It,  like  many 
of  tiuile  (its,  lomc  degree  of  inconfillency 
and  eontr.ididlion.  He  pretended  to  facriticc 
to  his  patron  l.iint,  Ins  p.iirion,  ami  his  mil- 
trcls  ;  wlulll  hy  this  offering  he  fought  to 
obtain  the  faint’s  alliflaiice  but  in  order  to 
recover  fiis  faenflee.  But  how  interelling 
arc  the  tianfpoi  is  of  a  heart  .-'.flecled  at  once 
w  ith  love  .iiul  devaiilon  !  Tlie  populace,  who 
follow  cd  Deo  with  tlieir  eves,  tdified  by  fucli 
a  trait,  lifting  up  t!ic;r  voices  and  arms  to 
heaven,  dapped  tlieir  baud*.

IfU  coin(M*tit.»rs  hehliu!,  and  might  al- 
pvMl  t».»vc  all'uivil  hlniiVU  i»f  iK)irclling  an 
iiivinc.hle  avKantago,  when,  by  an  unlucky 
bat  admit  mainuMvie  ol  the  fecoiul  boar, 
which  followed  him  dole,  .U  the  inllant  of 
daubhng  tl»e  picket,  in  order  to  retiirn,  by 
keeping  too  nuich  »nit,  he  lolt  lime,  and  was 
crotred  ;  to  that  the  lec«)nd  in  turniog  round, 
jexhed  liim,  and,  keepng  cUUe  as  polli- 
b!c  to  the  picket,  gainetl  ground,  and  be- 
came  the  tbit.  This  accident  caufed  prodi  • 
gious  vociteration  :  he  thatgotvthe  advantage, 
had  his  protedors  and  paitizanc:  but  tlic 
gre.itetl  number  pitietl  Deo.  He  was  fen- 
lihle  of  his  fault  ;  but,  animated  by  the  cry 
and  encouraging  gellnres  of  his  colleague,  he 
uMS  not  difconcertcd.  Momolo  hid  made 
great  ertiirts  to  avoid  this  misfortune:  but 
though  he  did  not  fuccecd,  as  a  prudent  man, 
lie  Uw  tins  W.IS  not  i!ie  time  to  grumble  at, 
or  chide  Ins  unexpert  companion.  Nobotly 
furefaw  then,  lh»t  this  very  misfortune 
would  be  pr(Kluc‘five  ot  the  gre.ilelt  glory  to 
oar  young  hero,  iit  furnilhing  him  with  an 
opportunity  of  fignaliziog  himlrlf  by  a  molt 
g»‘nerous  action.  In  darting  forwards  to¬ 
wards  the  go.tl,  w’hich  they  now  approach¬ 
ed,  each  kept  his  llation,  and  Dat)  was  un¬ 
able,  by  .any  exertion,  to  gam  his  former 
place.  They  were  now  on  the  point  of 
leaping,  each  according  to  prii'rity,  out  of  his 
boat,  on  the  It.ilrs  of  the  Temple  of  Glory, 
wheic  the  flags  were  planted,  when,  .all  of 
a  luddeii,  the  man  in  the  firlt  boat,  through 
loo  much  ardour  to  feize  the  prize,  fell  into 
the  water.  Nanc  taking  advantage  of  the 
accident,  at  one  nervous  pulh  gained  the 
fliore,  lo.iped  upon  the  Iteps  ;  and  what  did 
hr?  I'eized,  with  both  hands  at  once,  the 
tuff  and  lec'»nil  Hags,  pulleil  ihiin  down, 
entered  again  iiu  ho.u,  and  «lrp«»hie»l  them  in 
r..  lb*  then  .ipjuT»ached  his  c.ompeiilor, 
who  Was  tlill  Uiuggling  in  the  water,  pulled 
him  out,  and,  os  foon  as  he  had  leplaceilhim 
in  his  boia,  lie  pielented  film  with  the  firlt 
flag,  and  modeltly  retained  the  ftcoud  for 
himfclf.  According  to  the  laws  of  the  re- 
lutta^  he  had  every  right  to  appropriate  the 
hrlt  to  himfclf :  but  Nane  wa^too  generous, 
humane,  and  diliuteieftcd,  not  to  dildaln  the 
rigour  of  a  privilege,  which  appeared  to  him 
iHijuft,  although  fo  highly  to  his  advantage. 
This  inrtance  of  heroic  delicacy  created  an 
univerfal  fenfation,  and  altedted  many  people 
even  to  tears.  Indeed,  1  think  it  an  action 
worthy  of  the  beft  times  of  Home  and  Spai- 
l«.  With  fonorous  and  confeciated  names, 
and  the  varnilb  of  dntltiulty  t»  fet  it  oft;  it 
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would  jultly  have  figured  among  the  bright- 
elt  records  of  .ancient  virtue. 

Neither  the  .ipplaufe,  ni'r  the  rewards, 
which  the  .|>e^tat()rs  near  the  f|>oi  Ihowercti 
u}>on  our  con<pieioi-s,  coaid  one  mltaut  dct.titi 
them.  Nane,  the  happiell  of  moitals,  fc- 
conded  by  his  colleague,  after  haviirg  hoilted 
the  llag  .at  the  prow  of  tlie  bo.at,  ttirued  .'.bout 
diieiilly  towaials  V’cndetia’s  Ihuife,  and,  darl¬ 
ing  witli  infinite  rapidity  along  the  water, 
aud  thianigh  the  crowd,  follow'ed  by  a  nu¬ 
merous  train  of  friend',  he  arrived  there  out 
of  breath  through  fatigue  and  joy.  Shouts 
and  acclamations  had  already  announced  to 
I’ettina  the  viiftory  of  lacr  Uivcr:  he  runs  and 
throws  himfclf  at  her  feet,  with  the  trophy 
in  his  hatid.— Alas  1  Bettina  neither  hears 
nor  fees  him  :  file  had  fainted  .iway :  tlie 
agitation  caufed  by  fear  and  fuf|>encc  had 
wc.nkcned  her  fo  much,  that  fhe  was  unable 
to  fupport  the  torrent  of  joy.  Momolo's 
wife  ran  into  liis  arms;  his  mother,  his  cliil- 
ilren,  all  crowded  round  to  carefs  him  :  he 
embraced  them  one  after  another,  **  N.inc 
is  vi«5lorious,”  he  cried  ;  **  Nanc  is  the  huf- 
band  of  niy  filler,  and  my  bi  other.”  He 
turned  l»is  eyes,  and  faw  liim  at  the  feet  of 
Bc-ttina,  in  the  .attitude  of  dcfpair :  (he  yet 
Ihevvwd  no  fign  of  life.  The  little  pi.az2a, 
:ir.d  the  neiphbouiing  flrc^ts,  were  filled  with 
people,  drawn  together  by  Dco’s  fame.  The 
nolle  of  drums  and  trum|>cls  flunned  the 
imulc  aud  that  quarter  of  the  city.  **  Bettina^ 
my  dear  filter,”  cried  Momolo,  “  behold  thy 
luilbaud  in  dcfpnir ;  embrace  him*  wi|K;  the 
fvveat  off  his  forehead  ;  thy  brother  allowr, 
he  ctrmmaaJs  titee  to  do  it.”  A  little  re¬ 
covered,  by  degrees  Ihc  o|)encd  her  eyes,  and 
looked  round  her,  not  knowing  yet  whether 
her  friends  confided  or  congratulated  her. 
Deo  was  eager  to  receive  the  firlt  look  :  flic 
perceived  it,  and  fixed  her  eyes  tenderly  upon 
him.  No  longer  able  to  contain  himfclf,  he 
(tiffed  her  with  his  kill'es.  She  tried  in  vain 
to  defend  herfelf,  but  wanted  ftreugth  to  re- 
lilt.  At  length,  withdrawn  from  her  lover’s 
carelTcs,  fhe  looked  at  her  brother,  quite 
athamed  of  her  weaknefs.  Momolo  had  fi> 
confidently  expedted  Deo’s  fuccefs,  that,  un¬ 
known  to  the  lovers,  he  had  obtained  a  licence 
to  marry  them  that  very  evening.  “  Come, 
iny  children,”  laid  lie,  “  reprefs  no  longer 
your  mutual  teiulcrncfs.  Deo,  receive  thy 
wife  from  my  luinds,  on  tlie  day  of  thy  glory  : 
enjoy  the  reward  which  thou  haft  fo  worthily 
merited.  Live  under  my  roof  till  wc  pro¬ 
cure  a  more  ample  houfe,  fo  tlut  our  two 
families  may  be  one.  Depofit  thy  trojihy 
near  thofe  of  my  anceftots,  who  will  ftiortly 
be  thine  alfo :  aud  give  u>  our  patrons  new 
(ihjefts  from  our  blood,  v\  lio,  enuUous  of  our 
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flor)'«  may  always  fei  ve  them  witli  fiilrlitv, 
ai)J  prcleive  the  (MnHnir  t>f  iIm;  re^atu  in  tlie 
repnhJic,  autil  >ri  unr  own  families." 

None,  at  the  licight  of  his  happinefsi 
prcllieil  his  wife  aiul  his  hrothei  together  in 
his  arms.  They  bcgt;cil  him  to  retire  into 
atuKhcr  room,  to  t.tkc  a  moment’s  rc|>ole, 
anil  tlie  rcficOuncnt  of  chaii£,in;;  his  Oicfs. 
He  went,  ant!,  in  an  intt.uu,  with  a  veiy 
flurp'puintri)  neetlle,  tiaccil  tlie  initials  of  his 
niillrcfs’s  lumc,  and  .above  tlicm  tlie  figure 
of  a  lieait,  on  Ins  ri^ht  arm.  Whiitt  the 
blood  was  fpinniii^  out,  he  rublscJ  tlie  punc¬ 
tures  With  ftKiie  kind  of  black  |H>wdcr,  winch 
infunulcd  'itlvlf  into  them  in  luch  a  m.anner,

c.nifc  which  he  uudeitakcs,  unlefs  his  client 
adcs  his  opinion,  .'ind  then  he  is  bound  to  give 
it  honeltly.  'I  he  jiiflice  or  iiijulhce  of  ilie 
caufe  is  to  bo  decided  by  the  Judge.  Confidei, 
Sir,  what  is  llicpuipofe  of  couri.s  ofjiuhce? 
It  is,  that  every  man  may  have  his  caufe 
faiily  tried,  by  men  appointed  to  ley  caufes. 
A  lawyer  is  not  to  tell  vvh.at  he  knows  to  he 
a  lie;  he  is  net  to  {  roducc  what  lie  knows 
to  be  a  falle  deed  ;  but  he  is  not  to  ufiirp 
the  province  of  the  Jury  and  of  the  Judge, 
and  determine  w  hat  (hall  be  the  tlicCt  of 
evidence — whatfh.ill  be  the  refult  of  legjl 
aigument.  As  it  rarely  Imppcns  tliat  a  man 
IS  ht  to  plead  his  own  c.aule,  lawyeis  .arc  .i 
cl..ls  of  the  community,  who,  by  Itudy  .and 
experience,  have  aciiuiied  the  ait  and  power 
of  arranging  evidence,  and  of  .applying  to 
the  points  at  ilhie  what  the  law  has  feU>il. 
A  lawyer  is  to  do  for  his  client  all  that  ins 
client  miglit  Lilly  do  foi  himfclf,  if  he  ctnilJ. 
If,  by  a  ui|Viionty  of  attention,  of  know¬ 
ledge,  of  IaiH,  and  a  better  mclhoil  of  com- 
municatioti,  he  has  the  ailv:nt.*'.ge  of  Ills  .ul- 
\crfary,  ir  is  an  .idv.ini.\ge  to  wliicli  he  Is 
entitled.  Tlierc  mult  .'  Iways  be  li'me  .id- 
v.'uil.igc  on  one  fide  or  oth.cr  ;  rnd  itisheitcr 
tlmt  aJvant.ige  ilitiuM  be  had  by  talents  tluui 
by  chance.  If  I.twycrs  were  to  undert.ike 
no  c.tufc.s  till  they  were  hu  e ‘they  were  iah, 
n  man  miglit  be  precluded  .Vilogciher  I'lHma 
tri.d  of  l.is  cl.'iim,  though,  weie  it  judici.illy 
examiiiti!,  it  might  be  found  a  very  jliil 
cl.i.m.”

They  never  heg.an 
to  have  a  lire  in  il.e  parlour,  but  on  leaving 
ort  bufincfs,  or  fomc  great  revolution  of  their 
life.” — Dr.  Watfon  f  faid,  the  hall  was  as 
a  kiCclien,  in  old  Squires  honfes. — Johufon. 
“  No,  Sir.  The  hall  was  for  grc.it  occafions, 
and  never  was  ufed  for  domellic  rcfeiflioM.” 
—VVe  talked  of  the  Union,  and  ulut  mo¬ 
ney  It  had  brought  into  Scotland.  Dr.  Wat- 
lon  ohferved,  that  a  little  money  formerly 
went  as  far  as  a  great  deal  now. — Johnlon. 

In  fpccul.ition,  it  feems  th.it  a  fmallcr 
quantity  of  money,  equal  in  value  to  a  l.irger 
(quantity,  if  ciiually  divitled,  ihould  produce 
the  fame  ellei^t.  Kuc  it  is  not  fo  in  reality.

1  would  not  be 
the  m.in  wlu)  would  difeover  it,  if  I  alono 
knew  it,  for  a  woman  m.iy  reform  ;  nor 
would  1  commend  a  pcrfnn  u’h»  divulges  a 
woman’.s  firft  offence  ;  but  being  once  di- 
vulgeil,  it  ought  to  be  inf.imons.  Confula', 
of  w  hat  im|H)rtnncc  to  fociety  the  chaftity  of 
women  is.

vicious,  it  is  eafy  to  go  on.  Where  fingle  wo¬ 
men  are  licentious,  you  rarely  tiiul  (‘Ithful 
married  women.” — Hofw  ell.  “  And  yet  we 
are  told  that  in  fome  n.itiiuis  in  liuli.i,  the 
diftlniflion  is  Ihiillly  tihferved.” — Jolinfon.

feious  of  his  merit,  followed  liii  retreat,  .and 
Inrroundcd  it  with  buildings. — Here  he  conti¬ 
nued  the  Imfincfs  of  a  japanner  for  life  :  his 
c,Trri.igc,  each  p.uinel  of  which  was  a  diltin^l 
piilhii  e,  might  be  confidcicd  the  pattern  c.nj 
cf  Li>  itiuL'f  and  was  dr.iwn  by  .1  be.iuliful 
pair  of  crcam-colourcd  liorfes. 

His  incliiution  for  letters  induced  him  in 
1750,  to  turn  hk  thoughts  towards  llic  prefs. 
He  fiienl  many  years  in  the  uncertain  purfuit, 
funk  600I.  Ircforc  he  could  produce  one 
letter  to  pleafe  himfelf,  and  fome  tlxui- 
fands  before  the  fhallow  llrcam  of  profit  bc- 
g.'.ll  to  fbiw. 

His  blit  attempt  in  17^6,  W’.as  a  qu.arto 
c.lilion  of  Virgil,  price  one  guinea,  now 
uor.h  fcvcral.  He  afterwards  printed  Para- 
chfe  Lolt,  the  Bible,  Common  Prayer,  Ro- 
nviti  and  Engliih  ClalUcks,  kc.  in  v.arious 
fizes,  with  more  f.ilisfaction  to  the  literal  y 
woild  than  emolument  to  himfelf. 

In  1761;,  he  .applied  to  his  friend  Dr. 
Franklin,  then  at  Paris,  .and  now  Amb.alia- 
i!(M  from  Americ.a,  to  found  the  literati,  re- 
fpechng  the  purchafe  of  his  types;  but  re¬ 
ceived  for  anfwer,  “  That  the  French,  re¬ 
duced  by  the  war  of  1756,  were  fo  far  from 
piirbilng  fchemes  of  talte,  th.it  they  w'ere 
iiuahle  to  repair  their  public  buildings,  but 
fuftered  the  fcaffolding  to  rot  before  them.” 

Ill  private  life  he  was  a  humourilt,  idle  in 
the  extreme,  but  his  invention  was  tif  the 
true  Birmingliam  model,  adivc.  He  could 
well  dcfign,  but  procured  others  to  execute  : 
wiierevcr  he  fuiurd  mci  It  he  carellcd  it:  ha 
was  remarkably  polite  to  tlie  llrangcr,  fo;;J 
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of  flicw  :  a  figure  rather  of  the  fm.aller  fire, 
and  delighted  to  adorn  that  figure  with  gold 

lace. - .\lthongh  conldruded  will)  the  light 

limbers  of  a  fj  igiie,  his  movement  W'.as  fo- 
lemn  as  a  fliip  of  the  line. 

During  the  twenty -five  years  I  knew  him, 
tho  igh  in  the  decline  of  life,  he  retained  the 
fm^iilar  traces  of  a  luudfome  man.  If  he 
exhibited  a  i>cevilh  temper,  we  may  confider 
gixid-n.iiiirc  .mil  intenfe  thinking  oie  not  al- 
w.iys  found  to  ;ether. 

F.ule  accompanicil  him  through  the  dirtcr- 
en:  w.dks  of  .agriculture,  ;irchile«ilui  e,and  the 
flue  arts.  Wh.ucvcr  p.iired  through  his  fingers, 
bore  the  lively  m.irks  of  John  Balkcrville. 

His  avcrfion  to  Chrlldianity  would  not  fuf- 
fer  him  to  he  among  Chriflians  ;  he  there, 
fore  ereded  a  manfoleum  in  his  own  grounds 
for  his  rem.Vins,.ind  died  without  itrueiu  1 77 
at  the  .ngc  of  69. — M.iny  ctfiirts  were  ufcJ 
after  Ins  dc.Uti,  to  difjvde  of  the  types  ;  but 
to  the  l.iltaig  diferedit  of  the  Britilh  n.ition, 
no  piiichafcr  could  be  found  in  tlie  whole 
common-wealth  of  letters.  The  Univcrfi- 
ties  coMly  rejeded  the  iBfer.  The  London 
hooklellcrs  iinderibHKl  nn  fciencc  like  th.it  of 
prntir.  Fhe  valua»)!c  propel ty  therefore  lay 
a  de.id  weight  till  pnrcliifed  by  a  liler.117  fo- 
clcty  at  P.iris  in  1779  for  3700I. 

It  is  an  old  remark.  Hut  no  country 
.lb  ninds  with  genius  fo  much  as  this  ifl.ind  ; 
and  It  is  a  rem.irk  nc.trly  as  old,  that  genius 
is  no  where  fo  little  icwurdcd  :  how  clf« 
came  Dry'dcri,  Guldfmith,  and  Ch.itterlon,  to 
want  bre.id  ?  Is  merit  like  a  flower  of  ifio 
field,  too  common  to  .ittrad  notice  >  or  is 
the  life  of  money  beneath  the  care  of  cx.ikcil 
talents  ? 

Invention  feldom  pays  the  inventor.  If 
you  aik  wh.it  fortune  Baflcei  ville  ought  to 
Live  been  rewarded  witli  .>  Tlic  m  nl  which 
c.in  be  comprlfed  in  five  figures.  If  you  far¬ 
ther  .alk  what  he  polfclfcd  ?  The  lealt ;  but 
none  of  it  fi|ueczcd  from  the  prefs.  WIlic 
will  the  Ih.ide  of  this  gre.at  man  think,  if  ca¬ 
pable  of  thinking,  th;it  he  Ixis  fpent  a  fonune 
of  opnteuce,  and  a  life  of  genius,  in  uirrying 
to  perfedion  the  greateltof  all  human  inven¬ 
tions,  and  tlut  his  prudm^lions,  fliglited  by  his 
country,  w'erc  hawked  over  Europe  in  quclt 
of  a  bidder. 

\Vc  mult  rez  irtf  if  we  do  not  imitnte^  the 
tafle  and  teconomy  of  the  French  nation,  wIk» 
brought  by  the  Bii'.ilh  .arms  in  1762  to  the 
verge  of  ruin,  lifmg  above  dUlrefs,  were  able, 
in  fcvcntcen  yc.irs,  to  purchafe  Bafkervillc's 
elegant  types,  refuted  by  h'ls  ow  n  cuiintry, 
and  expend  an  hundred  thoiifand  pounds 
in  printing  tlic  works  of  Voltaire  !

1.  A  certain  korahl  ♦  has  heen  ufcJ  for 
thefe  many  years  pilt,  in  which  moll  of  llie 
elephants  in  Ceylon  arc  caught.  In  onler 
to  have  lome  ulea  of  this  korahl,  you  ntnll 
imagine  to  yovirfelf  a  large  filhing  net,  with 
tun  rtaj>s  ilttuling  oUt  wide  from  each  olUcr, 
and  terminating  tn  a  hag.  Now  tins  Inarc  C(«i- 
f:ltiof  a  collcClloii  of  Itoni  and  vigorous  trees* 
piitly  growing  wild  on  the  fpol,  and  partly 
planted  there  for  the  purpole.  Thefe  trees 
iLnd  ver>'  clofc  and  near  to  each  other  ;  and 
where  there  is  any  gap,  very  lining  pallifades 
aie  bionght  to  till  it  up,  lothal  the  eleplunts 
Cannot  by  any  means  get  out.  As  loon  ;is 
the  hunters  have  given  information  that  they 
have  difeovered  a  tolerably  numerous  IriKip 
rf  elephanlv,  the  pri.icipal  people  of  Ceylon 
arc  obliged  to  bring  ti‘gethcr  fever.il  ihoufand 
nu*n.  }{y  me.ms  of  lliet'e,  the  whole  drove, 
lluis  mclofed,  is  diivcn  llowly  towards  the 
tint  opening  of  the  koralU,  th.it  takes  up  an 
enormous  (pace.  When  they  have  got  them 
thus  far,  the  game  is,  as  it  were,  in  their 
hands.  The  whole  train  of  hunlfmen  and 
coimtry  people  now  unite,  and  dr.ivv  up  dole 
into  this  opening,  and  making  a  great  nolle 
and  uprear,  as  well  by  their  cries  .as  inltru- 
nicnts,  which  they  c.iriy  with  them  for  the 
pnrpofe,  they  contrive  to  get  the  elephant;, 
who  keep  together  in  one  drove,  like  a 
liappy  and  peaceful  family,  into  the  fmaller 
(pace,  which  is  called  the  fporiing  korahl. — 
Here  there  is  hkcwife  formed  a  pahfadoe  (as 
it  were)  of  fix  or  feven  thouland  men,  who 
m.ike  a  laigc  fire,  .and  .at  the  fame  lime  an 
intrlvrahle  din  with  fhouting,  drumming, 
and  playing  on  the  hauiboy  of  that  country, 
fo  that  the  cleplunls  are  frightened  ;  and, 
inltead  i^f  going  h.ickw’ards,  move  forwards 
towards  llie  fmallelt  fpace,  called  the  forlorn 
lv'j>e.  This  Itrait  is  tU.fed  likewife  with  a 
large  tire,  and  a  gre.at  clamour  is  m.ade  as 
h<*fore  ;  by  wliicli  means  the  elephant  being 
feeniiMgly  Ihinned,  (as  it  were),  looks  round 
nS  n:t  him  on  all  fules,  to  fee  if  he  can  obtain 
lus  freedom,  which  he  hopes  to  arrive  at 
by  me.ms  of  his  great  hoilily  Ifrengih.  He 
tries  e.ach  fide  of  the  korahl's  fence,  but  finds, 
111  it  with  lus  ftrong  trunk  lie  is  not  able  to 
fell  the  Itom  trees  that  are  planted  there  ; 
in  confciiuciice  of  which  he  begins  to  be  in 
a  paflion,  infl.ating  his  probofcis  v\  ith  all  his 
force.  He  now  obferves,  that  the  fire  comes 
nearer  and  nearer  to  him  :  accordingly  he 
ventures  into  the  fmall  ont.let  of  l!ie  korahl, 
and  feeing  the  tame  cleph.mts  Hand  at  the  end 
of  It,  imagines  that  he  ha:»  at  IcngtiioU. lined  his 


freedom.  This  narrow  palTage,  through 
which  one  of  thefe  animals  only  c.ui  (vifs  ac 
a  time,  is  covered  at  top :  on  this  top  aro 
pLiced  fume  expert  huntfmen,  vvlu)  drive  the 
elephant  to  the  end  of  tlie  palCige  with  .« 
Itick,  to  the  lop  of  which  is  faltenci*  a  ih.iri>* 
|)ointed  hiHik.  Asfoon  .is  tlicy  hava  g  u  him 
here,  they  lake  .iway  ilie  he.ims  which  clofo 
the  eiul  of  the  jull.ige,  and  leave  the  oiien- 
ing  free.  N’ow  ilic  cleplunt  rejoices  like  a 
prilonei  juH  l>r«tke  out  of  his  coiit'mcniciu. 
Accjrdingly  he  takes  a  pretty  large  leap  5 
but  tail  at  th.it  moment  he  find*,  Itindmg 
by  lus  fide,  the  two  tame  cleph.uits  (called 
hunters,  and  moie  commonly  crim|>s)  wlui 
oblige  him  to  Hand  Hill,  ami  keep  him  fait 
between  them.  If  he  refufes  to  Hand  and 
be  obedient,  ilu.y  begin  to  difeipline  him 
with  their  trunks  ;  .and  by  their  m.iHer’a 
orders,  ihrelh  him  with  thefe  fi.igclla- 
tory  initmmeiits  in  fuch  a  manner,  that 
fiom  the  mere  pain  he  is  forced  to  cvacii* 
ate  the  contents  of  lus  iKxly.  Now,  when 
at  lengih  he  finds  th.it  he  cannot  etc.ipe  from 
the  power  of  ihefcc  unrelenting  bc.idles,  he 
gives  the  atl.iir  up,  and  with  a  giKid  grace  al¬ 
lows  lumfclf  to  be  led  to  a  tree,  at  a  Im.ill 
diHance  *,  to  whi  h  he  is  hound  hy  the  hind 
leg,  with  a  Honl  lliong  of  unt.inncd  elk  or 
buck- Ik  in,  .and  where  they  leave  him,  and 
t.ike  tlie  lame  animals  back  again.  When 
one  of  thefe  bealts  has  thus  been  led  out  of 
the  kor.ihl,  tlie  otiiers  follow  more  willing¬ 
ly,  being  all  in  ho|x:suf  obtaining  their  lihei« 
ly,  .as  they  have  feen  nothing  to  make  them 
fufpeCl  the  fiitc  of  tlie.lirlt  that  went  out.— • 
U'heii  the  hunt  is  ipiitc  finilhed,  all  the  ele. 
phaiits  are  lecn  fait  bound  to  trees,  iii  th.ic 
m.iiiuer  they  are  to  Hand  fever.il  d.iys,  being 
all  the  wliile  kept  low  in  point  of  food,  in 
order  tluiC  they  may  know  that  they  are  noc 
now  their  own  mailers,  hut  fubjedt  to  tho 
will  of  Olliers.  Altemiaiits  are  pl.iced  hy  the 
fide  of  each  animal,  who  give  him  his  food 
hy  little  and  little,  to  the  end  tli.it  he  may 
learn  lodiHinguifii  and  grow  .icqnainted  witli 
mankind.  At  lii  H  lie  looks  very  four  on  an 
.attendant  of  this  kind ;  in  the  courfe  of  a 
few’d.iys,  however,  he  becomes  moic  lefigii- 
ed  to  his  f.ite,  and  allows  the  former  to  come 
near  him  and  handle  him.  He  likcwife  loon 
comes  U)  undrrltand  what  his  governor  f.iys 
to  him,  and  even  fullers  a  Hroug  ro|se  to  be 
thrown  found  his  neck,  with  which  rope  he 
is  coupled  to  a  tame  elephant,  and  fo  led  in¬ 
to  tiie  liable.  I  his  is  performed  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner  : — A  tame  elephant  has,  on 
either  lide  of  him,  a  w'ild  one  ;  and,  if  he 
is  of  a  great  lize,  he  has  even  two  fmaller  oiiej

K>-  one  of  thefe  tlu  cc  mctliods,  arc  all  the 
elephants  taken  in  Ceylon;  ami  he  who 
tliinks  othcrw  lie  of  this  mailer,  is  certainly 
vety  much  out  in  his  judgment.  It  is  nut  my 
cuttom  to  difpiUe  with  any  man,  for  1  would 
have  every  man  cnj(>y  his  own  opinion ;  aiid 
am  not  in  the  lealt  hurt  if  others  cowfidcr  as 
fufpicious,  what  from  experience  I  know  ti> 
be  fact ;  or  think  other  w  de  of  me,  than  1  .mr 
coirfcious  that  1  dejerve.  Kovvever  that  be, 
as  I  have  hid  occ.dion  for  the  fpacc  of 
twenty  yeaiN,  not  only  to  lee  a  great  number 
of  elepliauts  ill  their  wild  tlate,  hut  have  hke- 
wife  been  in  the  way  to  obfei  ve  clotely  and 
accurately  the  methods  of  capturing  them, 
the  management  of  them,  the  mtUiods  of 
iVlling  them,  and  the  various  rues  they  arc 
put  to,  1  make  no  Ici  uple  of  pretending  to 
as  much  knowledge  in  tlrefe  anim.ib,  as  the 
bell  jockevs  in  (jermany  can  polVihly  have 
in  !;orl’e-rte‘.h;  and  lhall  therefore  take  the 
l.bertv  of  montioning  lome  mote  paitiexilais 
relative  to  them,  which  have  come  w  iihin 
t!ie  compafs  of  my  own  er.periencc, 

Theic  15  a  fale  for  Ihclc  animals  in  the 
kaigd.om  of  jalKtiiapatnam  every  year,  in 
the  month  of  |uly.  I'hc  merchants  of  the 
coall  of  Malabar  and  Hengal  are  invited  to 
it  by  a  Ivei  tifements,  m  which  the  hze  and 
fex  of  the  animals  that  aie  put  up  to  fale  are 
f|'ecifted.  On  the  appointed  tlay,  all  the 
beatls  .are brought  into  tlie  market,  dillrilni- 
ltd  into  certain  lots,  each  lot  containing  llie 
ti  flcrent  fizcs,  great,  middling,  and  fm.dl. 
Kacli  lot  likewil'e  it>  numbered,  and  the 
numbers  are  drawni  by  the  merchants  ovit  of 
»  golden  or  filvcr  hafon.  This  being  tinilh- 
ed,  the  wluile  amount  of  each  lot  is  reckoned 
up  according  to  a  table  of  the  current  prices 
laying  before  lliem,  and  a  proper  deduction 
at  tlie  fame  time  is  made  for  defedts^  in  one 
beall  perliaj’s  a  nail,  of  vi’liich  w’hen  the  number 
is  complete  there  arc  eighteen,  being  w-anting 
on  the  foot  ;  auotliei'  having  a  cleft  or  rag¬ 
ged  eai  ;  another  afhoitand  Humpy  tail,  &c. 

In  the  com  fe  of  all  thefe  tranfactions,  the 
S  v.retary  and  his  clerks  never  meet  witli  the 
le.ill  contradiction  or  opp«>ritlon  of  any  kinvl 
hotn  the  mei chants,  as  thclc  former  aie 
Known  to  be  ihoroughly  acrpiaintcd  with  the 


current  prices  and  tire  rullomary*  .ibalemcnls. 
'I  his  Knfintls  fKing  hiulhed,  and  thereIpcCtive 
lumi  of  money,  which  have  been  prcvioutly 
paid  into  the  Company’s  coffers,  being  count¬ 
ed  o\er,  tfie  gi>Ycinor,  l»yw'avof  coufci  ring 
a  p.utuiilar  honour  on  the  nicicliants,  after 
hav  ing  Ipniiklcd  them  w  ith  lole-w.  tcr  from 
a  golden  font,  picicnts  e.ich  of  them  with  a 
lu.fegay  with  his  own  hand  ;  anil  oidcis  his 
porter,  w  ho  is  a  native  of  the  countiv,  to 
luh  them  with  [Hiwder  of  landers- wood.  In 
return,  and  hy  w.iy  of  Uicwing  tiieir  deep 
Icnle  of  the  honour  done  them,  the  mer¬ 
chants  make  each  of  them  a  low  bow'  ;  aiul 
in  this  manner  the  fan  i.s  hniihcJ.  In  fume 
years  above  a  huiultcJ  elephants  have  been 
fold  at  once  ;  by  which  the  Company  has 
been  a  great  gain.  i  :  fur  one  of  titcic  .animals 
tliat  is  twelve  feet  iiigh  and  has  no  hlenulh, 
and  .at  the  lame  lime  has  two  tuiks  an 
cquil  fizv,  will  fetch  .above  icco  dollars. 

1  he  decoy-clephanls  aie  never  fold;  and 
throughout  the  w  hole  illaiui,  none  are  ultd 
for  this  purpofe  but  inch  as  arc  blcmilhed. 
The  natives  of  the  countrv  never  buy  any' 
elephants,  as  they  cannot  nuke  ule  of  them  ; 
aiul  the  piirchafcis  of  them  come  from 
other  countries,  w  lierc  tlrefc  annuals  can  be 
of  more  Icrvice.  One  of  tlie  ulcs  to  which 
tluy  arc  put,  is  to  keep  up  the  Ibtc  and 
ponip  of  the  nnhility,  who  iiave  alw.iys  one 
or  two  of  them  itan.img  hvfore  then  p.ilaces. 

1  !i'j(c  yeomen  of  the  gu  ards  are  g/neially 
clad  in  a  coltly  covering  of  t.ipcHry  ;  and  their 
tulk^ arc  tipped  with  gold  oi  lil.er,  fet  round 
with  jew  els. 

1  nty  are  hkewife  ufed  for  the  pur|v»fe  of 
war,  hy  the  inland  princes,  in  wlnon  c.ilc 
they  arc  gener.illy  brought  into  the  field 
coupled  togetber,  and  having  heavy  chains 
fattened  to  their  tiunks.  Tlie  Indutns  are 
wont  with  this  view  to  m.ike  them  furious 
and  almolt  mad  with  u  drink  prejiarcd  from 
amhum*^,  lo  tlut  they  arc  afraid  of  nothing 
that  can  paflibly  he  oppol'ed  to  them  :  and 
they  have  tins  advanl.ige,  that  neither  d.  its, 
nor  even  bullets  from  fmalharms,  have  ih3 
power*  lo  wound  them.  Ibis  animal  ig 
like  wife  made  ufe  of  as  the  public  cxccu. 
tioncr ;  .and  it  mult  be  owned,  th.at  he  per¬ 
forms  this  oflice  to  perfection,  w  hen  he  is 
properly  educated  for  it.  He  ufivUy  exi« 
cutes  Ills  cummitlion  by  taking  the  criminal 
(fuppofmg  tliis  latter  to  he  condemned  to 
death)  up  with  liis  probofeis,  and  tbi  owing 
him  up  in  the  air,  in  which  cafe  he  c.itchcs 
turn  on  the  point  of  his  tulks,  and  thus 
makes  an  end  of  him.  Hut  if  the  malefac¬ 
tor  IS  not  decreed  to  fuflcr  torture,  he  then 
lays  him  down  on  tlie  ground,  and  with  one 
of  his  for  e-feet  tread  j  him  to  piecei  at  one 


.\mfium  IS  the  Indian  name  of  opium. 
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fmafh.  When  the  fcntcncc  docs  not  amount 
Co  dealli,  he  then  takes  ll\e  ciiminal,  and 
lolling  him  up  ui  the  air,  gives  him  a  fair 
fall,  \vitlii>ut  Intel  {viftng  any  farther  :  in 
this  cafe  the  poor  delinquent  fomciimcs  gets 
otf  fafe  and  found  ;  hut  it  is  an  e<{ual 
dunce  it  he  is  not  a  (iipplc  for  life. — 
Tins  animal  is  ufed  hkc\s  ile  for  labour.  He 
is  made  to  drag  the  lu  avielt  p  eers  <»f  limber 
fattened  to  one  of  his  hind  legs  ;  and  in  ge¬ 
neral,  to  carry  on  Jus  back  all  kinds  of  heavy 
burthens. 

He  IS  alfo  ficcjucntly  made  ufe  of  for  rid¬ 
ing.  I  have  myfclf  made  fome  trials  of 
him  in  this  wav ;  but  cannot  fay  th.it  I  ex¬ 
perienced  .aiu  pkalure  in  if,  as  by  his  fidling 
way  of  going,  he  jolts  one  excelVivcly. 

The  elephant  may  even  be  taught  tricks  ; 
nnd  in  this  point  he  far  excels  all  other  ani- 
mais.  With  the  grcaielt  atlonilhment,  1 
luve  often  been  a  vviinefs  to  tlie  confummate 
gi.ice  and  dexterity  with  which  he  manages 
lus  probofeis,  ufing  it  with  .as  much  eafe 
and  re.idinefs  .as  a  man  docs  his  right  hand. 
He  Will  untie  a  iiandkerchief,  or  undo  .any 
other  kind  of  paicti,  that  conl.aiiis  anv  deli¬ 
cacy  that  foils  III:,  pal.itc,  .and  take  out  the 
c  intents  of  it  its  well  and  asm  ally  .as  any 
lium.in  being  ;  and  will  even  pick  voui  poc¬ 
ket  wllham.-Z'iig  dcxlcntv.  He  will  ilirow 
up  a  ball  iiit('  the  .nr,  .  lul  catch  it  again  ; 
With  m;'ny  other  feats  loo  tedious  to  men- 
lun  .at  pivfent. 

1  will  now  lake  my  le.avc  of  this  uncom¬ 
mon  cie.ilure  with  relating  two  exlraoidi- 
iiary  Itorie*;,  wlr.ih  to  my  certain  kmus ledge 
ate  true  ;  but  which,  1  mnl't  confcis,  1 
IhouUl  fcarcely  cicdit,  were  iliey  told  me  by 
anotlicr  p»'iion. 

1  VV..S  prclcn:  when  t!i?  vid.in  (or  over- 
fecr  of  the  elephants)  w.is,  .iccording  to  an- 
lui.d  cultom,  oMieied  bv  tlie  governor  to  go 
with  his  men  and  dcci-y  elr|  h.aU';,  and  fetch 
au.»y  iliofc  that  ueic  newly  caplureil,  and 
turn  ih' m  into  thcii  ll.ihles.  The  governor 
fjavo  ih  let  charge  to  tins  oflierr,  to  take 
cver^  jnecauUoii  that  the  whole  drove  might 
be  hronglit  l.vime  infc  ann  in  goinl  condition, 
/iccordinglv  tlie  vid  iij  having  let  out  on  his 
jouMicy  honiewaid>,  ii  lo  h.qiptned  tlial  in 
Ills  cnu,ov  of  thj)  ants,  om:  of  them  was 
diivcn  .iway  hv  the  iclt  ;  prosing,  in  fhorl, 
;in  aiiant  lunkedor,  as  1  have  cxpl  nned 
the  ni.Utri  ab  .vt*.

It  iii  a  rule 
eitahhllicd  by  cultom  imnicmoria),  to  do  no 
walk  in  Irani  .'thcr  dinner;  a  hlacklmith 
could  not  f>e  prevailed  on  to  ihoe  one  of  their 
liailts  in  the  evening.  V\tgct.ihles  are  ahun- 
dam  here,  and  molt  cxtiiuhtcly  flavoured,  and 
the  wuie  ivveet,  ihong  .uul  tawny. 

I  lie  town  IS  tolerably  w'ell  Inult  of  ttonc, 
U|xni  uneven  ground  ;  the  liaibour  is  tneir- 
clcd  by  the  town,  hut  the  watei  is  fofli.diovv 
t!ut  the  Ihips  aie  ohligial  to  come  to  an  .ui* 
c!i('r  two  miles  i'li,  and  take  in  th -u'  lading 
by  lighici

riuler  the  walls  ol  this  city  wvs  fought, 
Ml  1  «'J2,  a  liirtl  of  Ikill  between  eleven  bpa- 
niards  .^nd  as  many  I’reiKhmcii,  in  luppoit 
of  the  honour  of  ihrn  lelpectivc  nations  ;  the 
VriRti.uis  tat  as  umpires;  the  comh.itaius 
fouglit  till  theie  nmained  only  fix  Spanith 
and  lour  ITemh  kivghts  ;  tlie  latter  then 
-hglilcd,  and  defended  themlelves  behiiul 
tliva  borfes,  .as  liehind  a  ramp.irt,  idl  night 
p  R  an  end  to  llie  contt  It. 

r'rom  I  rani  Mr.  bw  inhume  continual  his 
loute  through  Hclceglia  and  tnovenazzo  to 
h.iri,  defended  by  double  wails  and  .in  old 
Celtic.

After  dinner  fie  proctedcJ  to  rr.uicavill.i, 
where,  by  the  |irince’s order-,  he  w.is  received 
;ind  trc.ited  with  cxti.iordin.uy  lofpci^.  For 
tlie  account  of  our  traveller's  reception  ;ind 
entert.iiument  licre,  whivh  is  cxticmcly 
l.iuphahle,  we  mult  refer  our  le.ulcrs  to  the

In  a  field  willun  the  .incient  inclofure,  we 
iicrcenJcil  fcverid  Aeps  inro  a  Urge  ciicu'.ar 
cavcin,  lighted  from  above  by  a  fpacious  aper¬ 
ture  ;  the  water  comes  fiom  the  noiih*\veO, 
Misl  nutv  be  hcaiil  very  dilhnCtly  under  the 
lock;  it  ilTucs  out  with  force,  and  after  run- 
ning  along  a  fhoit  clunnel,  loles  itielf  in  a 
lound  baton  by  fume  fubterraneuus  conduits. 

**  \Vh.it  excites  the  admiration  ot  the  ntigh- 
bourc,  as  it  did  that  of  their  forefathers,  is, 
that  at  no  time  the  water  either  riles  above 
or  falls  below  acci*i.iin  nuik.  If  you  throw 
in  as  much  rubhifli  ;is  will  nil  it  half  way 
up,  this  .iccelVuMi  will  have  qu  etitc\  upon 
the  level ;  even  fhould  you  lielp  up  the  diit 
;»bove  the  mark,  the  water  will  not  rife,  but 
I'cniain  totally  hidden ;  clear  away  the  mud 
lo  the  bottom,  you  will  ct>mc  to  a  haid 
fmooth  floor,  without  any  figu  of  a  chalin 
for  llie  water  to  run  oil  by.  As  too  much 
cuiiofiiy,  if  indulged  ui  ecv.imiuiug  ilic  con-

When  a  long  continuance  of  b.c.ivy  rains 
fw'ills  the  little  fUeaius  th.at  dilohnige  them- 
felvcs  into  ifiis  gulph,  the  w.iters  beci'me 
muddy,  .and  thefe  lilh  are  then  obferved  lo 
grow  diltempcred,  rotten,  and  uiuvhole- 
fome.  1  he  caufe  of  this  nial.uly  lies  in  lha 
noxious  fragments  of  animab,  putrid  vegeta¬ 
bles,  oily,  bituminous,  and  ful|>hureous  par¬ 
ticles  walhed  fiom  the  eaith  by  the  fliowcrs, 
They  cut  the  tender  fibres  or  fingers  which 
the  lilh  fl retches  out,  miflaking  tticm  for 
wholeiome  fiKhl.  I  he  wounded  p.aits  fcflcr, 
and  px/i(un  the  whole  body.  It  is  an  obfer- 
v.uion  made  here,  and  conhnr.ed  hy  long  ex¬ 
perience,  that  all  the  tcffnceous  tube  is  full¬ 
er,  f.iitcr,  and  more  delicate  during  tiie 
new  and  full  moon,  than  in  llie  fiiltar.il 
lalt  nuartcrs.  The  diftcreiice  is  ncrouutcd  for 
hy  the  tides  anil  curienfs  felling  m  ltii*nger  m 
the  new  .uul  full  moon,  and  bringing  w'ith 
them  l  .tccr  qu.int'.ties  of  fattening  nurture. 
1  was  .inurevi,  Ih.'it  notliing  caufes  lilh  to  fjioit 
fvx  ner  than  leaving  them  expoicd  to  the 
be.uub  of  the  moon;  and  that  all  prudent 
tilhermen,  when  out  by  night,  cover  what 
they  catch  with  an  aw’ning.  If  they  nie^ 
with  any  dead  lilti  on  the  (traiid,  or  in  the 
market,  they  can  tdways  tell  hy  its  colour 
and  hahbinefs,  if  it  be  ali.tn-it'),  or  moon- 
Itruck  ;  and  except  in  cafes  of  necelhfy,  ab- 
Itain  from  it  as  unwbolcfome.  Not  having 
an  opporiuniry  of  verifying  this  allerlion,  1 
give  it  .i'  doubtful ;  for  1  know  the  Italians 
arc  apt  to  .atti  ibpie  to  the  baneful  influencs 
of  the  miHin,  many  Itranre  tffc^U,  winch 
j’hiloiophers  c>t  oilier  ri.’.t’ons  do  not  afciah';

“  On  the  contrary.  Mother  Ludl.im,  in- 
l>ead  of  injuring,  when  properly  invoked, 
kindly  afllllcd  her  poiir  neiglilxnirs  in  their 
neceilities,  by  leiuling  them  fiKih  culinary 
utenfils  and  houfhold  furniture  as  they  wanted 
for  particular  occafions. 

“  The  bufiiicfs  was  thus  tranfa^od :  the 
petitioner  went  to  the  c.ivc  at  midnight,

Fairies.  It  need  not  rnife  any  m.*n’.s  wonder 
for  wiiUl  life  It  wav,  their  h  »ving  hc;.n  many 
in  England,  nil  very  lately,  to  he  fecn,  as 
well  as  very  large  ipiLv,  which  wcie  gnen 
for  rntritainincnt  of  thcparlh,  at  the  wed¬ 
ding  of  poor  mauls ;  to  w.o,  in  h*nir  places, 
a  fum  of  iTHiocy  otiarged  ii|>on  lands  for  tluini, 
and  a  lu»ii(c  for  llicin  to  dwell  in  for  a  year 
after  marringc.

Now,  in  dlrcdl  cuii- 
tr.'ididtiou  to  the  above  wonders  done  by 
Homer,  acaitding  ti>  this  Lho<»l-hoy  cant  aiul 
pedantry,  doing  a  gmid  adVum  .and  writing  ll»5 
lhad  arc  quite  diil'ercnt  things  ;  and  as  w 
their  ability,  t.iking  them  with  Mr. 

Heron  as  utterly  ap.'»rt,  that  puts  us  iu  miii^ 
of  an  old  Rory  of  an  houdl  oilier,  who  was 
alkcd  by  a  gentleman,  i  o  farncr  being  near, 
if  he  could  fliixr  i  horfe.  “  Ay,  pleafe  youf 
livnouii  fays  the  ic'/uW;  1  w  Uli  1  lud  as 
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ftKXicy  as  I  can  (hoe  a  horfc.’*  Now,  when 
Mr.  Heron  can  caicularc  how  much  money 
(he  oilier  wilhcii  for,  it  may  be  hoped  lie 
will  explain  the  above  wonderful  fentence  of 
his ;  fi»r  .It  pi  efent  it  appc.irs  to  oiir  commun 
apprclienfions  as  fiill-brolhcr,  in  wifdom  and 
depth  of  ohftTvaiion,  to  the  follow’ing  fage 
rcm  ti  k  :  That  “  there  is  more  genuine  merit 
111  a  good  jump  than  in  the  bell  Cremona 
fiddle.” 

.Many  arc  the  otlier  inllanccs  of  our  au¬ 
thor’s  want  of  precilion  in  llile  ;  hut  thefe 
have  appeared,  and  will  api>ear,  in  oiir  cita. 
tions.  We  Ihull  now  halten  to  a  curfory 
view  of  fome  t>f  the  molt  prominent  featm  es 
of  his  eilier  abfurdilies.  In  Letter  IV.  lie 
fa\’s,  he  is  poirclfed  of  a  copy  of  the  Ple^tfures 
tf  Imagination^  with  corrections  in  Dr.  Aken- 
fulc’s  own  hand.  Of  tliis  trealure  he  gives 
about  eleven  pages  of  extraCh;  a  few  of 
which  we  Hull  lay  before  out  reader  :

Many  are  the  !efs  material  alterations ;  as 
f»'r  love.’yt  read  phaf.ng ;  for  gracious^  read 
right oui ;  for  thutf  rcatl  nihich  ;  ;uul  not  one 
of  .ill  wliich  alterations  have  more  merit  than 
tlic  above.  And  it  is  indeed  curious  to  fee 
With  what  f.ktisfadlion  Mr.  Heron,  like  a  true 
fon  of  dulncfs,  fprends  thefe  poor  and  pitiful 
Iterations  as  a  valuable  treafure  before  the 
public.  Of  all  the  modes  of  poetry,  th.'it  of 
fentimental  inflated  blank  verfe,  fuch  as 
^kenfide’s,  admits  the  crificft  of  endlefs  va* 
rlation.  Not  one  of  thofe  afcril>cd  to  the 
IXxMor  leijuire  one  ray  of  genius  to  make  ; 
and  according  to  the  fpii»t  they  arc  in,  the 
yieafioes  of  Imagination  may  be  jumbled 
i*l»oui  hundreds  and  h’.indre«ls  of  w.-iys  ;  and 
f>r  all  fuch  pains,  like  the  l.abj’ir  of  a 
Lvrof.  Maq. 


child’s  hubby -horfe,  a  great  deal  of  jumhlinf 
backward  and  forward,  yet  not  one  inch  os 
ground  gaincil.  In  a  word,  Mr.  Heron  ha 
only  proved,  that  Df.  Akenfide  was  certainly 
in  his  dotage  before  he  died. 

In  Letter  XIV.  Mr.  Heron  afferts,  that  it 
it  all  a  nrillake  tliat  real  poets  have  been 
poor.  “  Mcxlcm  times,  he  fays,  aflRjrd  iin 
real  poets  wlio  were  ixxir,  except  Spenfer  .nndi 
TalTo  and  of  the  firft,  he  fays,  **  we 
I1.1VC  no  proof.”  So  Speofer’s  own  noma  ous 
and  bitter  compKiints  of  difappointment  and 
dependence  are  no  proofs  at  all ;  and  thus 
Otway,  and  Butler,  anil  Thomfun  (who  lived 
in  poverty  till  his  lalt  tw'o  years),  and  Col¬ 
lins,  were  not  real  poets  ;  in  which  clal's  we 
mufl  fuppofe  Mr.  Heron  alio  places  C.imoens 
and  Cervantes,  who  were  both  notoriouilf 
poor  :  and  indeed  we  flircwdly  fufpe^t  that 
Mr.  Heron’s  only  and  molt  real  claim  to  ge* 
nius  lies  in  his  pocket. 

Three  long  Letters  of  remarks  on  Mr# 
Slecvens’s  edition  of  Shakfpeare,  1778,  help 
to  fill  up  Mr.  Heron’s  volume ;  but  withouL 
that  edition  on  the  t.i!)le  before  him,  the 
reader  will  flnJ  thefe  Letters  almoft  totally 
unintelligible.  The  foul-mouthed  pedant^ 
how'cver,  appears  fufflciently.  The  rcfpeift- 
ahle  mime  of  Mr.  Steevenshe  treats,  as  naughty 
boys  often  do  their  betters,  with  a  contempt 
molt  truly  applicable  to  himfelf.  Who  could 
think  that  Mr.  Heron,  who  abounds  in 
j^lljuch  reading  as  was  never  read, 
fhoMkil  have  t!te  front  to  apply  that  lire  In 
Mr.  Steevens,  and  thus  to  intuit  him  :  “  See 
what  It  is  to  be  on  the  watch  to  (hew  a  little 
mulfy  re.iding  .ind  unknov/n  knowledge.’* 
Vet  jult  in  tltc  page  before,  Mr.  Heron  thkis 
upbraids  Mr.  Stecveiis  :  he  **  would  not  have 
afferted  fo  p‘)fili7ely  that  the  fum.imc  of 
Hrolf,  king  of  Denmark,  fignifies  «  boy,  had 
he  rc.id  that  rare  book  ilijloria  lltolfi  Kraht, 
ftr  Thormodum  Torfeeum^  Hafnia,  1 7 1 5.  1 2  wo.’' 
And  wlut  would  Mr.  Steevens  have  learned 
from  ^Torfaciis  "i  Why,  nothing  but  that  Tor- 
faeus  **  leaves  us  in  oncer laiiity,  fays  Mr# 
Heron,  and  tells  us  tlt.1t  Sa.xo  interprets  i: 
a  tt  uni  of  a  tree  ;  Magnus  Olafeies,  a  dagger  j 
and  Scephnnius,  a  crow.**  Bravo,  Mr,  Heron  { 
but  were  Mr.  Steevens  a  mere  pedant  in 
mufly  reading,  which  in  truth  he  is  not,  your 
fpite  could  only  recal  to  lAir  mind  what  the^ 
pot  faid  to  the  kettle  in  the  old  proverb. 
Befides,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  commentator  on 
Sh.ikfpeare  ’ to  be  acquainted  with  imifly 
rciuling  i  but  you  make  a  great  parade  of  it, 
without  any  f\Kh  apology.  Indeed  Mr.  Heron 
feems  fo  ahforbed  in  it,  that  he  feems  tohavo 
had  no  leifore  for  Arioflo  and  other  elegant 
mtxierns,  otlterwife  he  mu(f  have  leen  TaBb'f 
many  (ervile  imitations,  but  of  which  he 
feems  to  have  known  nothing.

Nov  can  we  now 
rlofe,  willtout  remembrance  of  the  doCtrinc  of 
lame  .inticnt  phl!ofop!iers,  who  held  tliat  every 
man  luJ  two  tools ;  by  wliich  Utcy  accounted 
for  a  man’s  not  alw.iys  agreeing  w  ith  himfclf. 
And  ccrt.iinly  this  dixftrinc  is  now  verified, 
Por  cx.imple,  Soul-Pinkeiton  iu  tite  preface 
to  hi>  Rimes,  putTs  his  own  work  in  the  vciy 
Itmngcll  terms  and  molt  naufeous  manner, 
attd  .'ibnfes  crei7  one  as  a  dunce  and  an  afs 
wito  dared  to  hint  a  ddlike  to  them.  Now, 
Soul- Heron  execrates  as  the  vilcit  vermin 
thole  piHir  devils  of  aulltors  who  putV  their 
own  works  in  news-papers ;  hnt  he  lay>  i»<it 
one  word  of  prefaces,  tlv)u;;h  every  cutlcc- 
houfe  waiter  would  cry  i'ujj'  f  were  he  to  fee 
S  >iil-Piiikerti’n’s  prefa.;e  in  a  news-p-nwr. 
Again,  SonUPiiikcitua  ihreateits  the  criucs 


with  a  new  in  which  he  will  Ut  thenx 

know  tlut  the  fpirits  of  I*oIle;ui  and  Pojse  ate 
yet  iaiiL  Ni>w,  we  find  Soiil-Hcroii  alio 
thre.itcns  ;  hut  Soul-Heron  will  noC  furely 
c  ill  the  fpiril  of  Boileau  to  his  aid,  for  he  has 
(Letter  XXXlll.)  thus  char.id\erifed  him  ; 

‘‘  Boileau,  a  writer  of  the  meanelt  uleuts, 
whofe  genius  was  imitation,  and  whoU  ta(\e 
was  en vv,”  &C.  and  has  every  wltere  mentioned 
him  wiih  contempt.  Now*,  when  Soul- Pin¬ 
kerton  lifid  Sonl-IIcron  unite  to  give  us  llicir 
.'///V.i./,  we  can  Uive  no  douht  hut  that  the 
fpirit  of  Boileau,  hut  only  as  above  defcribcil, 
w'ill  molt  certiinly  be  tlie  only  Infpiring  mufe 
of  the  hr.it,  whole  hiitli  lus’  been  foretold 
with  fo  much  gafeonade. 

\Vc  now  take  oiir  leave  of  Mr.  Heron, 
prefuming  to  give  liim  one  advice  :  That  if  he

Our  author,  though  he  fujipofes  civilized 
life  propitious  to  virtue,  by  no  nie.ms  thinks 
great  cities  the  proper  foil  for  it  toflom  ifli  in. 
After  bellowing  a  due  degree  of  praife  on 
l^indon,  he  centures  its  vices,  and  concludes 
the  fird  book  with  timdcmning  the  feverity 
exercifed  againd  petty  robbers,  whild

L'Uo  his  ovei  gorg’d  and  hlaited  purfe 
The  wealth  of  Indian  provinces  elcapes.’’ 

Tkis  outline  of  the  hrd  Book,  and  the 
fpecimens  here  given,  may  ferveCu  (hew*  tliaC 
our  autlior,  tho'  he  be  fometimes  impar  Jihi^ 
upon  the  whole  is  polTelTcd  of  m<>re  origina- 
lity  of  thought,  more  genuine  fatiie  and  (olid 
aigument,  than  falls  to  the  (hare  of  mod  of 
our  mtKleni  Juvenals  :  a  kind  of  gliKim, 
however,  jKiv.'iclcs  the  whole  work,  tho* 
fnmetimes  a  gleam  of  fuii(hine  breaks  thru* 
when  it  is  load  cxpcd^cd.  His  adouriiig

This  i$  a  catch-penny  title  :  this  work  is 
from  The  Sorrows  ^  ^Vtrtcr,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  late  Dr.  Kvttrick's  comedy, 
Falfiu^'s  ITeiUifi^t  was  from  Shakfpeare  ; 
that  is,  has  not  the  lead  affinity  hut  in  name. 
In  our  Review  for  February  laft  we  expreU 
fed  our  ideas  of  the  pernicious  and  very  im¬ 
moral  tendency  of  tliat  otherwife  mgvniuus 
work,  and,  induced  by  tlie  name  of  JTerter,  ^ 
we  fup^Kitcd  that  the  novel  now  before  us 
was  another  attempt  to  bcliuw  lui  .a  fcoundrel 
capable  of  the  blacked  aflions,  every  noble 
and  ciiilearing  fentiment,  and  every  virtue. 
But  we  w'crc  deceived  :  the  prelienc  work, 
conlilting  of  letters  from  Eleonora  to  Mari.i, 
is  evidently  the  produAlion  of  fon»c  well-mean¬ 
ing  young  female ;  but  whether  milliner’s 
•prentice,  boarding-fcliool-mifs,  or  a  right 
hon.  lady  in  her  teens,  we  w  ill  not  pretend 
to  decide.  In  morality  it  is  well  intended ; 
yet  in  execution  it  is  m(»ftly  tlie  very  fyllabub 
of  girlifli  ebit-ebat  ;  but  it  would  be  cruel  to 
be  loo  fevere,  after  the  modelly  of  its  un  • 
airuming  preface.  The  fii  ft  volume  contains, 
literally,  nothing.  The  firll  half  of  the  fecoiid 
confifts  of  a  very  pretty  little  novel,  and 
baling  the  ftyle  of  the  Fairy  Talc.s,  wlicrc  .all 
lovers  arc  moft  perfciftly  engaging  .and  beauti¬ 
ful,  it  has  much  more  merit  and  intereft  than 
is  ufually  to  he  found  in  Circulatuig  Library 
Romances.  But  a  wretched  plagiarifm  which 
fixMi  follows  it,  leads  us  to  fufpeft  tlrat  this 
epifodc  is  borrowed  from  fome  French  novel : 
if  we  arc  wrung,  onr  commendation  of  it 
w  ill  plc.Kl  our  cxcufe  with  the  f.iir  author- 
eis. 

Welter,  throughout  thefe  volumes,  ap- 
peuv  a  moft  filly,  infignificant,  blubbering, 
over-grown  fchool-boy.  It  feems  beyond  the 
power  of  the  authurefs  to  give  him  any  cliarac- 
ter  fartlier  tiun  fine  epithets  will  convey. 
He  is  mighty  fentimenlal,  mighty  dull,  and 
ll»c  very  tbin^  \vho(t  fmall-talk  W'ould  capti¬ 
vate  all  tlie  good  little  milTes  at  a  boarding- 
fchool.

catartrophes  1 1  I - It  is  am.izing,  indeed, 

and  the  work  before  us  is  a  new  proof  of  ir, 
how  deep  the  fentimental  nonfcnle  of  fatri-’ 
ticing  and  trampling  upon  one  duty  tin:  an¬ 
other  may  be  exalted,  h.as  taken  liold  of  the 
imagiiwtions  of  our  fentimental,  fobbing  and 
fighing  girls..  Our  bombartical  tragedies  have 
been  well  ridiculed  in  Tom  1  humh  and  other 
latyrical  farces.  A  novel  equally  in  bur- 
leique  of  the  mad  icntimcntal  nonlenfc  and 
the  abfurd  fituations  of  ihofc  dear  Jtnnys  and 
Juvtmos,  and  the  whole  gang  of  them,  who 
break  the  molt  folrmn  vows  for  the  lake  of 
a  more  exalted  viituc,  is  a  woik  at  picfcnt 
much  w'anled  ;  and  which,  if  executed  with 
humour,  could  not  fail  of  being  u  til  re¬ 
ceived. 

The  tale  of  Eleonora  is  wound  up  by  tlie 
abrupt  departure  of  the  dear  Icntimental 
Werter,  who  thinks  no  more  of  his  Ellen,  and 


by  Ellen’s  being  informed  of  his  2ttacl.n»em 
to  Cliarlottc,  a  nK.rricd  woman  ;  and  ilui

-In  1^49,  Alonzo,  King  of  Cartile,  at¬ 
tempted  It)  retake  it ;  but  after  a  fiegc  of  fe- 
veral  months,  in  the  couife  of  which  it 
was  .almdrt  reduced  to  a  capitulation,  a  pet* 
tilenti.d  Uiltenqver  breaking  out  amirng  U* 
b'-fiegcis,  which  fvvept  aw.-iy,  runibers  of 
them,  and  am»>ng  the  rett  Alonzo  liimfeK) 
the  Spanmrds  railed  the  fiege.

After  this,  it  conlimied  in  the  pofTcflTion  of 
tbo  uefceoJants  of  Abometiijiie  till  1410, 
when  jufaf  111.  King  of  Giaiunla  took  pof-

In  1435.  Henry  ile  Gufnun,  Comle  Jc 
KiebU,  formed  a  dchga  of  attacking  it  hy 
lea  and  land,  but,  owing  to  hi>  imprudence, 
was  defeated,  forced  to  a  precipitate  retreat, 
and  fl  iin. 

In  1462  it  was  .again  bcfiegcd,  and  after 
a  gallant  defence  taken  by  John  de  Gufman, 
Puke  of  Medina  Sidonia,  fon  of  the  above* 
mentioned  unfortunate  luddeman. 

From  that  iwrioil  it  tuts  remained  in  the 
hands  of  the  Cliriltianr,  after  having  been  in 
l!ic  polfcirion  of  the  Mdiometans  748  ye.irs. 

It  was  furprifed  and  pillaged  in  1540  by 
Pi.ili  Hamet,  one  of  H^wharolfa's  Captains, 
and  many  of  the  principal  inli.ihitanu  mailc 
prifiHitrs :  bnt  bemg  met  on  his  return  by 
fume  Sicilian  Gallies,  liie  Cori.iirs  were  all 
killed  or  taken,  and^  the  priloaers  redeem¬ 
ed. 


In  the  reign  of  Charles  V.  the  fortifica¬ 
tions  of  the  town  were  modemifed,  an4 
feveral  additions  made ;  after  which  it  was 
tlioughc  to  he  impregnable.  **  From  this  tima 
there  appe.irs,**  lays  our  author,  chafna 
in  the  H.ltory  of  the  G.nrifun  till  1794« 
when  Gibraltar  was  wretted  (moft  probably 
for  ever)  from  the  dominion  of  Spain  by  tlM 
Euglilh,  under  Sir  Gctuge  Rouke." 

It  was  attempted  to  be  retaken  the  fame  ■ 
year,  but  witliout  fuccefs ;  after  which  ic 
renuined  uomolclled  till  172b,  when  iC 
was  again  belieged,  Che  fiege  continuing  till .

It  w  as  thought 
the  fcnhbler  wuuiUl  liavc  been  feverely  pu- 
nilhrd  ;  but  Frederick,  w  ith  that  gie.'Ui»  l* 
of  mind  peculiar  to  his  chamber,  directed 
the  magiRrates  to  lot  the  |kku  fellow  at  li. 
bei  ty,  and  make  him  a  prci^nt  of  abuinlleof 
ne.v  pciii,  “  as  liis  laR,”  the  King,  with  Ids 
uUial  poignancy,  faid,  **  were  in  very  f%d 
order.”

**  A  General  is  fully  feciired  from  all  man¬ 
ner  of  .anxiety,  even  amidll  tlie  horrors  of 
!  war,  when  he  can  depend  on  the  coinage 
and  attachment  of  fnch  tnxips,  who,  to  the 
llrictclt  ohlcrvance  of  m  litary  difcipline,  join 
leal,  patience,  and  bravery — who  cannot  be 
il.iunted  by  the  h.irtlelt  aiul  moll  unremiited 
LibiUirs — who  fearltfs  c^n  bear  fickncfs  and 
wounds — who  have  familiarifeil  their  eyes  to 
the  ilmnit  contlant  profiicCt  of  famine,  .and 
never  enjoyed  plenty.  Your  Excellency 
knows  them  well ;  1  lliould  never  have  done 
Were  1  to  fay  of  them  .all  I  feel  in  my  heart.

one  of  tljc  ftfilds.  Tl»e  comniiiVion  was 
aguinft  him  as  a  hrickniakcr.  The  caulc, 
which  was  onf;in3l!y  iu  the  Common  Pleas, 
was  tried  at  ciuildh  iU,  when  the  Jury  found 
a  fpectal  verdict,  ttiting,  that  Mr.  Parker 
had  fo  made  bricks  for  falc,  and  fubje^  to 
ll»e  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
u|K)a  a  point  of  law,  whctlicr  fuch  brick  • 
making  made  Mr.  Parker  liable  to  the  bank¬ 
rupt  laws  as  a  trader. 

After  the  cafe  had  been  folemnly  argued 
in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  the  Court 
were  unanimoufly  of  opinion,  that  the  com- 
miirnni  would  not  lie,  he  not  being  a  trader, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  bankrupt  laws. 

The  wrediiors  brmight  a  writ  of  error  to 
the  King's  Bench,  where  the  cafe  again  un¬ 
derwent  a  folcmn  argument  of  counfcl,  and 
when  Lord  M.ansficld  dclivtved  the  unani¬ 
mous  opinion  of  the  court,  that  Nli'.  Pat  ker 
was,  to  all  intents  and  purpoies,  within  the 
bankrupt  laws.  The  cnnfequcnce  was,  that 
they  reverfetl  ilic  judgment  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Ple.is. 

A  writ  of  error  Iws  been  fince  hrougl\t 
returnable  in  parliament,  to  receive  the  uU 
timite  decilion  of  the  lloufe  of  Lords  in  this 
caufe. 

a 8.  A  proclamation  appeared  in  Saturday's 
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Cfazette,  fummoning  both  Houfes  of  Parli.^* 
meut  to  meet  at  \Veftminl\er  on  January  24 
next,  then  to  fit  fur  the  diipatch  of  public 
bufinefs.
